Financially, this school year has been a very successful / 
one. 

The Expenditures have been handled in a very able 
manner by the Board of Education. 

Had the total amount of money due the department been 
received up to June 30th, 1894, the department would have 
had to its credit, in the City Treasury,. Twenty Four Thous- 
and Two Hundred Forty Nine Dollars and Twenty Nine 
Cents ($24,249.29), but owing to the manner of apportioning 
the money by the State, the same was not received until after 
the school year had closed ; which virtually gives the depart- 
ment a balance of that amount. 

A correct inventory of all the school property has been 
made by the principals of the respective schools and placed 
on file in this office. 

By request of the President of the Board of Education 
and assistance on his part and the Superintendent of City 
Schools, I have established a thorough system of bookkeeping 
for the department, consisting of a Purchase Register, and 
Triplicate orders, which at a glance will show every article 
purchased and the manner of distribution of the same; the 
amount of money expended to run each school and the 
materials needed for the same. 

I thank the Members of the Board of Education, the 
Superintendent and the Deputy for many courtesies extended 
to me and for their assistance in aiding me to manage my 
department.

For the convenience and guide to parents and children, the following

These are not permanent, nn alterable lines but may be changed as 
population shifts and buildings are enlarged. 

All boundaries are described by beginning at the N. W. comer, thence 
to the right around the district to the place of beginning. 

District Xo. i. —Arroyo st. building, cor. Cypress st. Boundaries: 
North city line, Santa Fe R'y. track and the river. This district accom- 
modates only first and second grades. 

District No. 2. — Swain st. building, cor. North Griffin ave. Bound- 
aries: North city line to Griffin ave., straight line south to Alta, 
Thomas, Summit, Sichel, Primrose, Pasadena, Koster, Baranca and 
Wells sts. and Santa Fe R'y. Accomodates first four grades. 

District No. 3. — Chestnut st. building, near Pasadena ave. Bound- 
aries: Santa Fe R'y., Truman st. and Los Angeles river. Accomodates 
first six grades. 

District No. 4.— Hellman st. building, cor. Pasadena ave. Bound- 
aries : Santa Fe R'y,, Wells, Baranca, Koster, Primrose, Sichel, Haw- 
kins, Hellman and Truman streets. Accomodates nil grades from 
kindergarcen to eighth, except the sixth grade which is in the Chestnut 
street building. 

District lYo. 5.— Gates st- building, near Downey ave. Boundaries:

Accomodates the eight grades. 

District No. 10.— Alpine st. building, cor. Centennial st. Boundaries: 
EfiBe, Adobe, Rosas, Bellerue, Pearl, Temple, Fremont, Pink and 
Figueroa sts. Accommodates kindergarten and first seven grades. 

District No. ii.— Temple st. building, near Edgeware Road. Bound- 
aries: Reservoir, Figueroa, First, Lake Shore, Temple, Belmont, Kent 
and Alvarado sts. Accommodates all grades from the kindergarten 
to the eighth grade. 

District No. i^.— -Grafton st, building, near Edgar st. Boundaries: 

Ac- 
commodates first two grades.

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PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS 



Tc ike People of Los Angeles, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

IPD-yoOy-^we ha t rc t o -say ; -that we clo c ft the prese n t 4Mhol- 
astic year, crowned with the most gratifying success* Nine 
and one-half months, our schools have run ; our teachers 
have been well paid, and the school property put in excellent 
condition. We found the Department heavily in debt, with- 
out a system of book-keeping, without even an inventory of 
sdiool property. We were compelled, in deference to the 
public service, to reform the Department in important partic- 
ulars ; but this we have accomplished with as little o£fense as 
possible. We have been continuously and persistently ob- 
structed in the discharge of our duties, by a studied system oi 
libel, slander and intimidation ; but we have sought simply to 
do our duty faithfully, — we ^ave done it to the l^est of our 
ability, and the good opinion of our fellow-citizens is our 
highest and only recompense. 

It affords us the greatest pleasure to say to you, that we 
have thrown around the department the safeguard of a com- 
plete system of book-keeping, which will forever remain a 
sure defense to the school children of our city. We have 
placed on file a full inventory of the school property, accu- 
rately locating and identifying it. We have patiently strug- 
gled to elevate the standard of scholastic excellence, and in 
all respects, the efficiency of the Department. 

The sanitary as well as the general condition of the schools 
all over the city, has been vastly improved, and these results 
we claim as largely due to the energetic and intelligent efforts 
of Superintendent Brown and those under his charge. 

The range of salaries may be considered high ; but Los 
Angeles cannot afford to fall behind in the efficiency of her 
Public School system. Over two thousand school children 
have gone without school facilities, but that is not our fault, 
— we did our best for them. We present the Department to 
you free from debt at the end of this scholastic year ; in fact, 
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$170000 remain in the treasury after paying all debts, mak- 
ing a difference in our favor of $25,000.00, between now and 
the ending of the last scholastic year. 

We have labored under many diflSculties, which can 

never be known to you ; but this is not the time nor place to 

review them. With this brief account of our stewardship, 

we shall at the proper time give back the Department to you ; 

-earnestly wishing our successors in office the most abundant 

-success and satisfaction in the discharge of their duties. 



'To the Graduating Class ^ —

• SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 



To the Honorable the Board of Education, Los Angeles^ Call- 

fomiu, 

I have the honor of submitting herewith the Twenty-First 
Annual Report of the Schools of this city, the same being 
for the year ending June 30th, 1894. 

The last two months of my predecessor's long and suc- 
cessful superintendency were marked by earnest discussions 
at the meetings of the Board of Education and in the public 
press of the city, growing out of the changes in school 
administration proposed by the Board. ^ 

The most important of the changes accomplished was the 
adoption, practically,, of what may be termed the Ward 
System of appointing school employes. Under this system, 
except in occasional instances, each member of the Board of 
Education assumes control of the appointments in his own 
Ward. 

After a year's observation, I am convinced that the Ward 
system is far from the best, for the reason Jhat it inevitably 
results in the charge of favoritism in the making of appoint- 
ments, thereby impairing the good name and the success of 
the schools. 

The pubKc service, military and civil, of our National 
Government, furnishes some valuable suggestions to those 
in charge of public schools. Competitive examinations of 
applications for vacancies, promotions based upon merit, and 
retirements from positions in case of iueflficiency, embody 
three principles of a most necessary school reform. 

The opening of the schools in September, 1893, aroused 
considerable opposition from those whose domestic plans had 
been • arranged with reference to the opening of the schools 
in October, as in 1892. The proper remedy for misunder- 
standings of this kind lies in the fixing of a permanent school 
calendar by a regular rule of the Board. 

The great problem of the year was the financial one. 
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This, by the most rigid economy and carefhl management, 
was successfully accomplished, as the records of the Board 
wiU show ; but all friends of the schools must regret that so 
many children could be provided with but a half-day session. 
Half-day schools, even with the best teachers, are never 
satisfactory. They necessarily imply hurry and worry, and, 
consequently, poor results in the work of both teachers and 
pupils. It IS earnestly hoped that the proposition to vote 
money for the additional school buildings, so long and so 
greatly needed in Los Angeles, will meet with favor at the 
coming election for school bonds. 

CONCI«USION. 

In concluding this report, I wish to thank the Board ^ 
Education, the ofiSce force, the prieeipals, teachers, janitors 
and all others who have contributed towards making my 
ofiScial term a pleasant one personally. The year has been 
one of hard work and, I believe, of excellent results. The 
best things done in our schools can never be reported upon. 
But they will be seen and felt in the lives of those who have 
been well taught and disciplined by our two hundred and 
fifty competent and faithful teachers.

PERTAINING TO APPLICANTS. GRANTING OF CERTIFICATES 
AND EXAMINATIONS. 



APPLICANTS. 



All applicants for position as teachers mnst appear in penon before 
the Teachers' Committee,^gyhifh mmiw in tlir 8nrrrintcndent'.a office, 
room 25, City Hall, at 4 o'clock p. m. on the Sa tnr d ay preceding the 
first and third Mondays of the calendar month. 

Written applications are not considered until after personal applica- 
tion has been made. 

Many applicants, after receiving this information, write a second 
letter to ask if some exception cannot be made in their case, as they can- 
not afford to come so far to make a personal application without first 
knowing what their chances will be when they get here. To these peo- 
ple we mnst say that on the other hand the Board cannot afford to en- 
courage applicants to incur the expense of coming here with the possi- 
bility that they might not want them when they see them. They wish 
to see the applicants for that very purpose; that is, to determine what 
their chances are. 

Bach person must decide for him or herself whether to ew a e ■ 0* 4101, 
after receiving the above information. 

No applicant will be considered who cannot present satisfactory evi- 
dence of at least one year's successful teaching in actual charge of a 
school. Two jrears' successful experience or a Normal School graduate, 
is required to teach in the first grade. 

CERTIFICATES. 

Holders of Primary Certificates may teach in the first six grades ; 
holders of Grammar Grade Certificates in the first eight grades ; holders 
of High School certificates in all grades. 

All certificates are issued by the County Board of Bducation. We 
quote as follows from their rules : 

"The examination of applicants for teachers* certificates shall be 
held semi-annually, beginning in June and December of each year. 

Arithmetic, grammar and composition, and orthography shall 
be the test studies. Applicants who fail to obtain an average of 65 per 
cent, in these studies shall be excluded from further examination.

Report of the High School Principal 



Supi. Le Roy D. Brpwn, 

Sir: — The past year has been one of progress and advance- 
ment for the High School. The excellent and well qualified 
corps of teachers has made this possible. Of the 20 teachers, 
II are College graduates; 3 graduates of Normal Schools; 6 
graduates of High Schools or Academies. Although no 
rules have been formulated for the Heads of Departments, 
still they have been a great advantage to the school. I wish 
to make special mention of the work in the Science depart- 
ment. Greater facilities are an immediate and absolute 
necessity in the Physical Labratory. The lengthening of the 
school year has enabled the teachers and the pupils to do 
the work with greater ease. 

The standard of the school has advanced, inasmuch as it 
has been accredited at the State University and at Stanford 
in more subjects than in former years. The school is still 
accredited at Vassar, Smith and Wellesly and has been 
added to the accredited lists of the following colleges: — 
Hamilton, Syracuse, Brown and Colby; and also Cornell in so 
far as the work done covers its entrance reqliirements. 

The two clas&s that have been graduated this j^ear 
numbered 62: Winter class, 10 boys, 12 girls; Summer class, 
18 boys, 22 girls. The largest number ever graduated in one 
year before was 41, in 1892. The summer class of '95 is 
likely to number more than 50 I have recommended 17 to 
the State University and 10 to Stanford. 

Early in the year, I found that the system of keeping the 
records of the studies of the pupils was faulty in many 
respects, and I had cards printed on which could be put the 
record of the four years of High School work. I have 
copied on these cards all the records of the school. I 
would recommend that some permanent record be kept of a 
pupil from the time he enters the kindergarten and that this 
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record follow him during all his course and from one school 
to another so that when he arrives at the High School, the 
teacher may better know his needs and how to deal with him. 

I have been very careful in regard to the matter of tuition. 
Many who live out of the city limits and who have not paid 
in previous years have been obliged to pay this year. The 
receipts have amounted to $1,411.50. 

The total enrollment for the year is: boys, 301; girls, 374; 
total, 675. The smallest enrollment for a month was in 
June; boys, 242; girls, 317; total, 559. The largest enroll- 
ment for a month was in February: boys, 295; girls, 374; 
total, 669. 

The following statistics were compiled during the month 
of May when the enrollment was: boys, 268; girls, 354; 
total, 622:

Report of the Drawing Principal 



Supt. Le Roy D. Brown: 

Dear Sir: — In making m)- report for the past year, I 
cannot say that the drawing closed as well as it had in the be- 
ginning, promised. An adverse circumstance over which I 
had no control crippled the work in a very material manner. 

Drawing, above all studies, needs careful supervision, es- 
pecially in such rapidly growing schools as we have, involv- 
ing a constant increase in the corps of new teachers, many of 
whom have had little or no experience in handling classes in 
drawing, a knowledge to do which rightly must come from 
absolute work in the school-room practice, not theory. If we 
wish to have the drawing in the High School compare favor- 
ably with the work of High Schools of other cities of this 
size, we must have at least three hours a week for drawing. 
Especially is this necessary if we do what we should in Me- 
chanical Drawing, which requires time and frequent lessons. 
We also need new models of every description, having out- 
grown the few that we have. 

A broad education in drawing will bring out the creative 
powers of a pupil, for it involves the study of the beautiful, 
which is really at the foundation of all industrial and artistic 
work. Dr. MacAUister, in his article upon drawing, says ; 
'* There is no other subject in education that touches at more 
points than this, or one that bears more directly upon all that 
ministers to the best interests of the individual and of so- 
ciety.** 

Any thoughtful person must grant that this is true, and 
that time and money spent upon the study of drawing will be 
amply repaid by the increased usefulness of pupils who have 
been so fortunate as to have had drawing in their school 
course. I would recommend also that if it were possible to 
meet the teachers of the primary grades separate from those 
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of the grammar grades much better results would be had than 
in trying to teach them together. I wish most earnestly to 
thank the teachers for their aid in the past year, without 
which nothing could have been accomplished.

Report of the Music Teacher 



SupL Le Roy D, Bfovni, 

Dear Sir : — At your request, I respectfully submit the 
following report : 

We have made rapid progress during this the second year 
of Music in the city schools, and at the opening of the fall 
term will be able to take up regular grade work including 
the fourth year. 

In most instances the singing is good in the lower grades. 
I am particularly pleased with the care of the children's 
voices. They are not allowed to use all the voice they pos- 
sess, thereby straining and injuring it. 

While pupils are learning the A, B, C, of musical nota- 
tion, they ought to be, unconsciously, gaining a knowledge 
of their own voices, and how to use them. The teachers, 
many of them unskilled in voice culture, have been quick to 
grasp the idea that loud singing is not good singing. That 
the children are no more capable of judging for themselves 
how much voice they should use than they are of what time 
they should be put to bed. 

Some of the best work accomplished in our schools is done 
by the teachers, who until recently have not taught music, 
and do not sing themselves. In fact the poorest teaching is 
often done by the teacher who sings, because she does not 
draw out the child's musical power, but does what is much 
easier for her, sings it herself. The woman who intelligently 
studies the pupil and understands how to lead him to make 
the best use of his facilities, though she may not herself be 
a singer, will do better work than one who, being a musician, 
relies too much on her own musical ability and does not 
understand the child. 

Above the first year there is very little rote work done, 
none except an occasional song. As the children are able 
to read their own music they very soon outgrow a desire to

imitate. It is just as absurd to establish tbe idea that much 
rote singing is the correct thing as it would be to teach pupils 
their ordinary reading lessons by rote, instead of teaching 
them to read and comprehend the characters of written music, 
which enables them to read and understand for themselves. 
To this senseless overdoing of rote singing is to be attributed 
mainly the lack of good readers ; because, by it is established 
the notion that it is possible and allowable to sing without 
understanding. 

Every child that can hear and talk can be taught to sing, 
to think intervals and tone relations, and to recognize simple 
modulations. Rhythm is more easily taught than tone per- 
ception, as is proven by the greater part of the number work 
now being taught, which is nothing more than a species of 
rhythm. When the child has tone perception and tone 
lengths well in mind, he has the foundation for a good reader, 
and the earlier this work is begun the better the result, for 
singing is natural to the child, and he can be taught to read 
the music before he can read the words that accompany the 
song. Children are fond of harmony and take a new interest 
when two-part singing is introduced. This is being done 
now in the third grade, and of course in all grades above that 
— like all of our work, the pupil is prepared for the represen- 
tation by dictation exercises. Some of the teachers com- 
mence this in the first year's work, and some of the higher 
grades already sing well in four parts. In the upper grades, 
while the teachers have been pains-taking and thorough, we 
are not yet ready to do uniform work. 

There are many reasons for this. To obtain the best 
results, the child should be taken before he has reached a 
self-conscious age. 

Especially if he has been taught at hom^ that ** Music 
does not run in the family,** or that ** Music does not help 
him to earn a living." Up to this time the most of them 
have thought of the music lesson as intended for the few 
talented ones, as something tbat pleased or displeased the 
fancy, and being at a sentimental age, their choice of music 
is not of the healthiest; but in order to do the child under 
our care any real good, we must look at his music lesson 
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from a point of view of cold reason, not merely giving him 
some rythmical set of sounds that address themselves to. his 
ear to be carressed. Therefore I have been pleased with the 
interest manifested by the older pupils, and although uniform 
work cannot be expected of them, at present each class is 
doing conscientious thinking. 

Hereafter we may hope to have some good chorus singing 
in the High School. Having learned to read in the Gram- 
mar Schools, pupils will be prepared to take up the esthetic 
side, and rid themselves of the idea that it is allowable for 
them to do indifferently what the artist must do well. 

The old idea that music was intended for only the few 
that were especially gifted is fast dying out, thanks to the 
systematic and persistent patience of the daily work of the 
public school teachers, and we are going to be able to show 
that singing is something besides an accomplishment like 
embroidery or guitar playing. 

That the work is getting along so well is due to the fact 
that teachers have worked earnestly, and all school oflScers 
have been of one mind — to make it a success. 

Prompted by the work being done by Prof. Barnes of 
Stanford and Prof. Brown of Berkeley, I am carrying on a 
line of investigations that I trust will be an aid to us; but in 
order to get at a correct basis we must have more data than 
we have yet collected. 

I quote from the Report of the Superintendent of the 
Syracuse, New York Schools, for '93. ** No feature of school 
work outranks the vocal music. In five and one-half years, 
we have reached a standing and achieved results that to me 
seemed unattainable. Its influence for good is unlimited. 
It is a great aid to discipline, and through it many pupils, 
especially boys, who otherwise would remain passive, or 
actively troublesome, have been lifted to better ideas in each 
phase of school work. Music is no bugbear. It is a delight 
to teacher and taught."

Report of the Calisthenics Teacher 



SupL Le Roy D. Brown : 

Dear Sir : — For this my second year in the school depart- 
ment, I can justly say that all the teachers have shown the 
proper willingness to follow my directions, and' with but very 
few exceptions have succeeded in finishing the given program 
in a satisfactory manner. 

I take this opportunity to express my heartiest thanks to 
all the Principals and Teachers who have made this year's 
work a pleasant one for me. 

During the school year, the most conspicuous day was 
the Children's Day of the Fiesta Week in April. 

The High School Cadets who, instead of being out on this 
occasion by the hundreds, appeared in very small n umbers 
in proportion to the magnitude of the High School. They 
should be reorganized and drilled frequently, enabling them 
to compete with the Normal School Cadets, who made a very 
fine showing. 

To ofier the High School Cadets equal opportunities as 
the Normal School Cadets, a suitable hall should be secured. 

The dusty streets cannot be called a proper drilling 
ground for our young men and young women of the High 
School. 

Allow me to suggest that a building of a very simple char- 
acter, of about 40x100 feet, be put up on the North West 
comer of the High School Grounds. This building could in 
time be used and fitted up as a first-class gymnasium, but at 
the present time it would be suflScient to prepare the cadets 
for any appearance in public.

Military Instruction in Public Schools 



In addition to the thorough work in Calisthenics done by Prof. C. J. 
Rhode and the class teachers in the primary and grammar grades, con- 
siderable attention has been given in these grades and also in the High 
School to Military Instruction. The results of these instructions were 
such as to justify the recommendation that it be continued. 

The argpiment in favor of military instruction in schools has been 
well put by ex-President Harrison, who says: 

" Military Instruction in Schools for boys is good in every aspect of 
it — ^good for the boys, good for the schools and good for the country. A 
free, erect, graceful carriage of the body is pn acquisition and a delight. 
It has a value in commerce as well as in war. Arms and legs are dis- 
tressing appendages to a boy under observation, until he has been 
taught the use of them in repose. The chin is too neighborly with the 
chest, and the eyes find the floor too soon ; they need to have the fifteen 
paces marked off. The sluggish need to be quickened, and the quick 
taught to stand, the willful to have no will, and all to observe fast. The 
disputatious need to learn that there are conditions where debate is in- 
admissible ; the power and beauty there is in a company— moved by one 
man and as one man. Athletic sports have their due, perhaps undue, 
attention in most of the colleges and high schools; but in the graded 
schools, within my observation, exercise is casual and undirected. None 
of these exercises or sports is, however, a substitute for military drill ; 
and some of them create a new need for it. A good oarsman need not 
be erect or graceful ; a good arm and plenty of wind meet his needs. 
The champion "cyclist" is not apt to have square shoulders. The foot- 
ball captain is so padded that a safe judgment can hardly be formed as 
to his natural "lines;" but a good leg and momentum seem to me — a 
non-expert— to be his distinctive marks. In base-ball the pitcher seems, 
to an occasional observer, to have parted with all his natural grace to 
endow the curved ball. 

A military drill develops the whole man, head, chest, arms and legs, 
proportionately ; and so promotes symmetry, and corrects the excesses 
of other forms of exercise. It teaches quickness of eye and ear, hand 
and foot; qualifies men to step and act in unison; teaches subordin- 
ation; and, best of all, qualifies a man to serve his countrj'. The flag 
now generally floats above the school-house ; and what more appropri- 
ate than that the boys should be instructed in the defense of it ? It will 
not lower their grade-marks in their book recitations, I am sure. If 
rightly used it will wake them up, make them more healthy, develop 
their pride, and promote school order. In the Centennial parades in 
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New York, in April, 1889, the best inarching I saw was that of some of 
your school children. The alignment of the company front was t)etter 
than that of the regulars or of the Seventh Regiment. 

If all the school boys of the North had, from 1830 on, been in- 
structed in the schools of the soldier and of the company, and in the 
manual of arms, how much precious time would have been saved in or- 
ganizing the Union Army in 1861. We were in a very low state, as a 
people, in military knowledge and training when the great civil livar 
broke out. Volunteers in plenty, but few soldiers. I very well remember 
how hard it was for me to learn which was the right of the company, 
and to understand why it continued to be the right when the right 
about had made it the left ; and how we had, in 1862, to send to a dis- 
tant city to find a drill-master competent to instruct the company offi- 
cers, not one of whom could go through the manual of arms ; and how 
the regiment, after a few half-learned lessons in the company drill, ^was 
sent to the seat of war with guns which they had never loaded nor 
fired. Fortunately, the men had the American adaptability and cjuick- 
ness, and our adversary only a little better preparation. It will not be 
safe to allow war to come upon us again in that state, for war's pac^ 
has greatly quickened ; and the arms of precision now in use call for a 
trained soldier. Under our system we will never have a large standing 
army, and our strength and safety are in a general dissemination of mil- 
itary knowledge and training among the people. What the man and 
citizen ought to know in order to the full discharge of his duty to his 
country should be imparted to the boy. Nothing will so much aid to 
enlarge our State militia, and to give it efficiency and character, as the 
plan proposed. The military taste and training acquired in the school 
will carry our best young men into the militia organizations, and make 
those organizations reliable conservators of public order, and ready and 
competent defenders of the national honor." 



Sewing in the Public Schools' 



Le Roy D. Brown, Supt. City Schools, 

Dear Sir: — In making a report of the progress made in 
the sewing during the short time I was permitted to teach, I 
will state that the interest in this line of work far exceeded 
my expectations. 

The pupils from all grades showed great enthusiasm, 
which was shared by the teachers, to whom my sincere 
thanks are due, for their hearty co-operation with me in my 
work, without which I would have found my task a more 
difficult one. 

In the 17th Street School, I received a petition from the 
boys asking permission to be taught the use of the needle, a 
favor I was unable to grant owing to my already overcrowded 
classes, but I should suggest if sewing be among the studies 
of the coming year that it be compulsory — taught during 
school hours, and that boys be given a chance to show what 
adepts they can become in the use of the needle. 

I found from the few lessons that I have given them that 
they readily learn in one year all the simple forms of sewing 
and mending, and I can see no reason why, by beginning in 
the lower grades, girls cannot become proficient in sewing, 
mending and dressmaking by the time they have completed 
the grammar course; and this practical knowledge must be ot 
lifelong service to every girl. 

The names enrolled for pupils in sewing numbered 318 
and there was an average attendance of 275. 

They made 562 complete articles, and were taught five 
kinds of plain sewing, and while all made great improvement 

[•Sewing in the Public School was under the direction of a committee 
of women interested in industrial education. The expense for material 
and for the pajrment of the special teacher of sewing was met by the 
committee.] 
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from the first lesson, some of the articles were marvels of 
neatness and skill. 

In conclusion, I wish to tender my thanks to the Board of 
Education for permitting me to make a trial of this Industrial 
work in the Public Schools and the interest displayed both by 
pupils and parents, prove that they appreciate their great 
kindness in allowing this to be done.

Report of the Building Committee 



To the Board of Education: 

The Building Committee would respectfully submit the 
following list of repairs and improvements made in the differ- 
ent schools of this city for the school year ending June 30th, 
1894: 

Arroyo Street — Repaired water closets ; whitewashed 
fence ; removed bees from roof of school ; built cupboard in 
house ; built benches for yard ; repaired drain, water pipes 
and fence. 

Swain Street — Built urinal in closet; repaired fence and 
down spout ; built benches in yard and fence on south line of 
lot. 

Chestnut Street — Changed transoms in all rooms ; re- 
paired fence ; changed hydrants ; built new coal house and 
kalsomined walls inside school. 

Hellman Street — Built new fence around entire lot ; 
enlarged kindergarten room ; painted building and out- 
houses ; changed transom lifts ; removed outside blinds and 
put in new flag rope ; kalsomined upper story of school ;

Time For Each Class One-Half Year (20 Weeks.) 



FIRST YEAR — B CLASS. 

Reading and SpeJling^-OraX lessons from chart and blackboard. 
First Reader msiy be used at the discretion of the teacher. Word, 
phonic, and sentence methods combined. Begin with simplest words, 
names of familiar objects. Period I.— Select words from the first 17 
lessons of First Reader. Period II — Select words to page 26. Use the 
word frames, having pupils build all new words in the lesson, each day, 
with as many in review as possible. Have children write words on 
slates or ruled paper as soon as they are able. Endeavor from the first 
to impress children that the words mean something. 

Numbers ^G'lve such incidental work as naturally comes up with 
other lessons. Certain grouping's grasped at sight, without counting by 
ones, e. g., the legs of animals; petals of flowers; the sides and corners of 
the cube, etc. 

Music — Teach scale as a unit, — intervals and tone relations. Secure 
a good quality of tone. Individual work with pupils who do not sing 
correctly. Sing C scale from high C, and pass pupils often into new keys 
without explanation in order to help voices. 

Note:— Rote songs will be furnished for the primary grades. The 
readers and charts of the Normal Music Course will be used throughout 
the entire course. Loud singinof should not be allowed. Work will be 
laid out in detail by Principal of Music. 

FIRST YEAR — A CLASS. 

Reading and Spe/Zing— Finish the new California State First Reader. 
Drill in elementary sounds at each lesson. Pronounce words at head of 
lesson and in lesson several times before allowing pupils to study or 
read. Have pupils make very short and simple sentences containing the 
words in their lessons. See that they read the script as well as the print. 
Review frequently and have each lesson well read before passing it. 

Have one or more read the entire lesson at each recitation, sometimes 
coming forward and facing the class. Spell words in lessons, both by 
sound and by letter, giving special attention to articulation, pronuncia- 
tion, and marks. Supplementary reading. Teacher should read to the 
class every day. 

Numbers— Bmld numbers with objects to twelve inclusive, by group- 
ing them (I ) in equal parts, (2) in unequal parts. Separate numbers in 
the same way. Use cubes, squares, triangles, etc. Do same work with 
figures. Teach meaning and use of -|-, — , and = signs. Use ideas of State 
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Primary Number Lessons, to lesson 41, but do not try to teach all 
found in those lessons. 

Afusic^Practice much on scales and intervals. Teach representation 
in C G D P B flat from hand. Blackboard and charts Pirst Series. 
Simple pulsation with Metronome. Letters on staff as placed by treble 
clef. 

FIRST YEAR — A AND B CLASSES. 

Writing — Use long pencils and require pupils to sit erect and hold 
pencils correctly and naturally, from the beginning. Give light writing, 
and show pupils how to move their fingers. Do not let them write too 
long at a time. The hand has a rounded appearance when the hand is 
properly held. Allow no writing with the lefl hand. Give much prac- 
tice to the straight line, left and right curves, and principles, except the 
fourth. Give short words as you do letters, naming the lines, giving but 
one at a time. Illustrate on the blackboard in spaces ruled to correspond 
with slate and paper. Write each pupiPs name and paste in front of the 
reader for constant reference. 

Language—Set Oral and Observation Lessons. Have the pupils tell 
in their own language what they have observed and investigated. Rend 
and tell simple stories and have them reproduced by the children. Cor- 
rect all faulty expressions. Pull statements required in conversation and 
recitation. Teach pupils to recognize capital letters, the period and 
question mark. Have them construct short sentences containing words 
selected from charts, readers, and natural history work. 

Drawinjg'— Bradfield's Drawing Book No. 1. National Blank Book. 
Dictation exercises. Drawing on blackboards. Drawing from objects. 

Oral and Observation Lrssons: — 
Object, to train observing powers. 

Zoology — Lessons on common mammals: e. ^., cat, dog, horse, cow, 
rat, squirrel. Talk about their habits, place where they live, their food, 
how they eat it, etc. Stories illustrative of habits of these and other 
mammals. 

Bota/iv— Lessons on common plants. By planting seeds in the pres- 
ence of the class, let pupils detect development of root, stem, and leaf. 
(Plant seeds in sponge, in a piece of cloth, over glass of vater, in saw- 
dust, etc.) Study fruit, especially the orange. 

Phjrsiolog^jr— The head, trunk and limbs. Hygiene of skin, teeth, and 
nails; bathing. 

In observation lessons, have the real object before the pupils if 
possible. 

ColoTy Form and Modeling taught in connection with the above 
work. 
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Morals and Manners — Enforce habits of cleanliness, neatness, and 
obedience to parents. Tell simple stones to illustrate honesty, truth- 
fulness, and kindness. Tell what is, and what is not, proper behavior 
on playground, the street, and at home. Teach a few short maxims, 
have pupils repeat them in concert, and as soon as they are able, write 
them. Cowdery's Moral Lessons and Gow's Primer of Politeness for 
reference. In this and in all higher grades it should be constantly borne 
in mind that true education is character building. 

Physical Exercise. — Three times daily, or when the children are 
weary or inattentive. Open windows during exercises ; close them im- 
mediately afterwards. 

See Manual of Exercises in Physical Culture. 

SECOND YEAR — B CLASS. 

Reading and Spe//ijr7^«— First half of new Second Reader. Same gen- 
eral methods as in first year. Have pupils tell substance of each lesson 
in their own language. Talk and tell stories about it, and use every 
effort to make them see that the reading has a meaning, and to be able 
to express the meaning in a clear and natural way. 

Pay attention to proper positions; pupils to stand erect on both feet, 
with book well held up in the left hand. Practice sight-reading occa- 
sionally — something very easy. Teach the diacritical marks and sounds 
as they occur in the reader. Have the words at the head of each reading 
lesson written on slates or ruled paper, as well as spelled orally and by 
sound. Examine the work of each pupil, and require careless work to 
be re-written. Spell common words used in conversation and recitation 
as they occur. Dictate sentences from reading lessons, or original ones 
containing same words, to be written, very slowly at first, and increase 
speed and quantity as fast as progress justifies. Maxims memorized. 
Carefully chosen selections of poetry recited. 

Numbers— 1. From One to Twenty, inclusive. All combinations, 
using objects (1) without figures, (2) with figures. Read and write num- 
bers to 100. Hailmann's Primary Methods for reference. 

Teach Vi, i^, and H of numbers not greater than twelve objectively. 
Coins to ten cents; pint, quart; inch. I'se ideas of the State Primarj^ 
Number Lessons, to lesson 48. 

2. From One to Twenty, inclusive. Special work on addition and 
subtraction, using all ideas to lesson 61 of State Primary Number Les- 
sons. Part-taking to one-fifth, inclusive. Coins continued. Pint, quart, 
gallon; inch, foot, yard. 

Afusi£>— Teachers should see that pupils can do work required in first 
year. Use First Reader. Do not read all the music in Key of C. l>efore 
taking new key. The key should be changed often, taking only the 
easier exercises. See note to first vear. 
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SECOND YEAR— A CLASS. 

Reading and Spelling— -Hew Second Reader completed. Other work 
and instmctions same as B Class. Spell words from the reading lessons 
and the most common words used in con versa ion. Stndy the vocabu- 
lary of the child, and make this the basisof much of the work, in spelling. 
Teach sounds and diacritical marks. 

Numbers— 1. Prom One to Fifty, inclusive. Adding, subtracting, 
multipyling, and dividing with objects (1) without figures, (2) with fig- 
ures. Use ideas of State-book to lesson 68. Part-taking to fifth, with 
numerators other than one. Count by 2's and 3's to 20, beginning with 
0, 1, 2, 3. Pint, quart; peck. Continuing other work of previous class. 

2. From One to One hundred. (In addition and subtraction.) Con- 
tinue all work of 1st period. Factoring to 60. Books in the hands of 
the pupils. 

Hailmann*s Primary Methods for reference. 

Af us/c—Daily work on intervals and tone relations. Cover all the 
exercises in first part of First Reader. Use Music Chart First Series. 
Illustrate difliculties with blaclcboard and by the hand as a staff. See 
note to first year. 

SECOND YEAR — A AND B CLASSES. 

Supplementary Reading— Cats and Dogs— -Johonnot ; The World and 
Its People, Book I. Appleton's First Reader. 

Writing— As directed by the special teacher. Spencerian "Common 
School Course" Copy Book, No. 1, for A class only. 

Language — Continue as in first year, making oral and observation 
lessons a basis of language lessons. Have pupils write short stories 
about their observations in natural history. Write from pictures and 
read before the clifiss. Strive to secure original and good expression. 
Fill eliptical sentences. Copy paragraphs from reader and read them. 
Call attention to words mispronounced and incorrect expressions of any 
kind used by children at any time; correct them impressively, without 
trying to give reasons. Correct use of am and are, is and are, was and 
were, has and have.

Zoology — Lessons on mammals continued. Compare the teeth of 
common mammals. Adaptation of different kinds of teeth to different 
kinds of food recognized. Have pupils distinguish between carnivores, 
ungulates and rodents. Talk briefly about monkeys, kangaroos, etc., 
as very different forms of mammals. 
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Botaajr — Continne work of tbc first year. Require pupils to draw 
and describe leaves, fruit, etc. 

Pbjrsiologx— Continne work of first year. Necessity of proper mas- 
tication; of pure air, etc. Importance of correct attitude. Warn against 
crooked backs. Pathfinder No. 1, to page 27. 

In connection with observation lessons, continue to teach color, 
form, and modeling; 

Morals and Manners— Same as first year. Insist upon neatness in 
work as well as in person. Require politeness to teachers and school- 
mates. Teach simple rules of health; care of body; table manners. A 
few more maxims. Make use of little incidents that occur in the school- 
room and upon the playground, involving the question of right and 
wrong, to impress the moral virtues. Reference books same as first 
year.

THIRD YEAR — B CLASS. 

Reading and Spelling— QaWiorma. State Second Reader, first edition, 
to page 53. Words at head of lesson to be repeatedly pronounced, and 
their meaning clearly explained before such lesson is read or studied. Re- 
quiie pupils to make sentences containing such words, thus making a 
valuable language lesson of the reading. Give special drill on words 
hard to pronounce, or commonly mispronounced, but do not stop the 
pupil in the middle of a paragraph. Continue drill in elementary sounds 
and diacritical marks as found in the reader. Aim to infuse animation 
by your example; this will go far to secure good expression, both of 
voice and face, and to break up the bad habit of hesitating and repeat- 
ing. Frequent exercises in sight-reading, requiring the pupils to come 
forwnrd and face the class, will do much to incite them to effort and 
inspire them with confidence. Pupils to read selections silently and 
afterwards give the thought orally. Short selections learned and recited 
once each month. Do all the work found in the reader. 'Spelling same 
as in first and second years, but much more of the writing from dicta- 
tion may be required, both from readers and original sentences contain- 
ing words used in oral lessons and common talk. Spell by sounds. 
Pupils should know all sounds and marks. 

Numbers — From One to Five Hundred, inclusive. Adding, subtract- 
ing, multiplying, and dividing. No multiplier or divisor greater than 9 
required. Use State Primary Number Lessons, to lesson 87. Part-taking 
to nine-ninths. Coins continued. Pint, quart, gallon; inch, foot, yard; 
hour, day, week, month, j^ear; dozen. Simple business transactions fre- 
quently. Much practice in addition. 

Music — B Class. Review work laid out for the first and second 
years, thereby giving the slow pupils and those coming from other 
schools an opportunity to make up the work. See note to first year. 
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THIRD YEAR — A CLASS. 

Reading and Spelling— Second Reader, from pa^e 53 to 102. Other 
work and instructions same as B Class. 

Teach the spelling and pronunciation of new words, especially in 
number work. 

Numbers— ^Tom One to Ten Thousand, inclusive. Adding, subtract- 
ing, multiplying, and dividing. No multiplier or divisor greater than 
12 required. Special drill in complements of 100. Continued practice 
on sets of factors occurring in the multiplication table. Part-taking to 
twelve-twelfths. Adding and subtracting United States money. Drill 
in writing and adding dollars and cents. Short business examples such 
as might occur in buying things at a store. Making change. Simplest 
form of a bill. Units previously studied. Second, minute, week, year; 
ounce, pound. Time of day by the clock. State "Primary Number Les- 
sons*' to page 122. Books in the hands of the pupils. Roman numerals 
to 100. 

Music — Finish First Reader. Use Charts, First Series. Great care 
should be taken in developing two-part singing. See note to first year. 

THIRD YEAR — A AND B CLASSES. 

Supplementary Reading — Feathers and Fur — ^Johonnot. The 
World and its People, Book I or II, Black Beauty — Sewell. Apple- 
ton's Second Reader. 

Writing — As directed by the special teacher. Spencerian Com- 
mon School course Copy Book No. 2 for B Class and No. 3 for A 
class. 

Z>raiv/n^^Bradfield's Drawing Book No. 3. National Blank 
Book. Dictation exercises. Drawing on blackboard. Object 
drawing. 

language — Oral and written work should be carried along 
together, the latter growing out of the former. It should be remem- 
bered that the aim of oral work is not merely to get pupils to talk 
but to secure happy expression, good arrangement and correct forms 
of words. 

Give substance of oral lessons in geography and natural his- 
tory. Familiar conversation on animals — their form, color, cover- 
ing, voices, ways of getting and eating food, means of attack and 
defense, cunning, intelligence, affection, use to man, etc. 

Reproduce substance of lessons in Pathfinder and in Reader. 

Description of pictures with and without guiding questions. 
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Stories from pictures and from imagination. 

Stories illustrative of lessons in morals and manners. Carefully 
correct bad English, as it occurs. 

Repeating memorized selections of prose and poetry.

Often 
call upon pupils to read some instructive story to the class, making 
them feel it an honor, and use all ingenuity in awakening an inter- 
est. Have pupils repeat after you, in concert, short sentences suita- 
ble for cultivating inflection and modulation and general voice 
training. Drill in all vowel and consonant sounds not already 
learned. Short selections committed to memory and recited each 
month. Quotations learned. 

Spell by letters, by sound, attention being given to syllabifica- 
tion, using spelling blanks with pen and ink. Give attention to 
diacritical marks and silent letters. Pay special attention to neat- 
ness. 

Teach spelling and pronunciation of new words from reader^ 
arithmetic and other text books, select from first twenty-five pages 
in State Speller.

In primary work written 
problems involving more than two processes with large numbers 
may usually be safely omitted. 

Geography — I. The earth as a whole; its shape, surface and gen- 
eneral conditions, as studied with a. globe. Natural features (i) by 
observation.

I. Election of Course— On entering the High School a regular 
course must be elected. A change may be made only at the beginning of 
Junior year, unless in exceptional cases upon satisfactory reasons set 
forth in writing by parents or guardians. 

French and German must be begun at the regular time onlj-, and 
continued through the course. 

II. No pupil shall be admitted to any class of the High School who 
has not completed the full work of one course in the preceding grades.

Pupils from the High Schools, accredited by 
the State University, are admitted to corresponding grades without 
examination.

V. Admission* to College— Graduates are at present admitted on 
Principal's recommendation, without examination, to all courses of the 
State University at Berkeley; Smith and Wellesley Colleges, Yassar, 
Hamilton, Syracuse, Brown and Colby.

GENERAL REMARKS 



1. Short and frequent drills are preferable to long ones, which ex- 
haust the attention of both teacher and pupil. 

2. The teacher will always maintain an imposinj^ position, and, by 
a quiet, firm demeanor, set a proper example to the pupils. 

3. The teacher explains each movement in as few words as possible, 
and, as lon^r as the exercise is new to a number of pupils, executes it at 
the same time. 

4. The teacher should not touch the pupils for the purpose of cor- 
recting them, except when they are unable to correct themselves. Avoid 
keeping them too long at the same movement, although each should be 
understood before passing to another. Exact by degrees the desired pre- 
cision and uniformity. 

. 5. After the movements have been properly executed in the order 
laid down, the teacher is no longer confined to that order. 

6. As the instruction progresses the pupils will be grouped accord- 
ing to proficiency, in order that all may advance as rapidly as their abil- 
ities permit. Those who lack aptitude and quickness should be drilled 
separately. 

7. All the movements except those of the trunk and head must be 
executed in a marked and exact manner. Always begin a new exercise 
in a slow count, and never exercise too fast. 

8. There are two kinds of commands : 

The preparatory command, such as forward, indicates the movement 
that is to be executed. 

The command of execution, such as march, begin or halt, causes the 
execution. 

The prepatatocy command should be given at such an interval of 
time before the command of execution as to admit of its being properly 
understood ; the command of execution should be given at the instant 
themovement is to commence. 

9. To size the company : 

The pupils (girls and boys separately) fall in in a single rank, the first 
sergeant faces them to the right and arranges them according to height, 
tallest pupil in front; the corporals place themselves according to height, 
the tallest as seventh, the others as every eighth in rear. The sergeant 
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commands: *^ In two ranks form company — march !'^ At the command 
march, the pupil in front faces to the left, the second pupil places himself 
in the rear rank (distance 16 inches), covering the pupil in front; the re- 
maining pupils close and form alternately in the front and rear rank, 
each facing to the front upon arriving in his place. The sergeant then 
commands: " Count — fours ! " Begin at the right and have the pupils 
count 1, 2, 3, 4-. The company being sized, the fours habitually form in. 
the same order. 

10. To form the company. The first sergeant takes his position 
in front of where the center of the company is to be, and, facing it, gives 
the command : *' Fall in ! " The second sergeant places himself facing^ 
to the front, where the right of the company is to rest, the fours in their 
proper places to the left of the second sergeant. The first sergeant sa- 
lutes the captain and takes his post, passing around the right flank. 
The captain is two steps in front of the center of the company. The 
first lieutenant is chief of first platoon, and two steps in rear of its cen- 
ter. The second lieutenant is chief of second platoon, and two steps in 
rear of its center. The first sergeant is two steps in rear of second file 
from the right of first platoon. The second sergeant in front rank on 
the right of first platoon. The third sergeant in front rank on the left 
of second platoon. The color sergeant is No. 2 of last four of first 
platoon.

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ARTICLE VII. 

EDUCATIONAL DBPARTMBNT. 
Sbction 69. The govemraent of the School Department of the city 
shall be veiited in a Board of Education, to consist of nine persons, to be 
elected as herein provided, to be called members of the Board of Educa- 
tion, who shall serve without salarj. 

Sbc. 70. The Board of Ed titration shall elect one of iHeir number 
President, and shall hold regular meetings at least once in each month, 
and special meetings at such times as shall be determined by a rule of 
said Board. A majority of all the members shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, but a smaller number may adjourn from 
time to time. The Board may determine the rules of its proceedings. 
Its sessions shall be public, and its records shall be open to public inspec- 
tion. The Board shall fill all vacancies occurring in that body until the 
next general municipal election. 

Sbc. 71. The Board of Education succeeds to all the property, 
rights and obligations of the Board of Education of the city of Los An- 
geles heretofore existing, and it shall have sole power: 

1. To establish and maintain public schools, including High Schools, 
to change, .consolidate and- discontinue the same, and to establish school 
districts, and to fix and alter the boundaries thereof. 

2. To appoint or employ, or dwvms the City School Superintend- 
ent, a Deputy Superintendent, a Clerk, and such Teachers, Janitors and 
School Census Marshals, Mechanics, Laborers, and other employes as 
may be necessary to c&try into the powers and duties of the Board; to 
fix, alter, and allow their salaries or wages, and to withhold, for good 
and sufficient cause, the whole or any part of the salary or wages of any 
person or persons employed as aforesaid. 

3. To make, establish and enforce all necessary and proper rule^ 
and regulations for the government of public schools, the teachers thereof, 
pupils therein, and for carrying into effect the laws relating to education, 
also to establish and regulate the grades of schools, and determine what 
text books, course of study, and mode of instruction shall be used in said 
schools. 

4. To provide for the School department, fuel and lights, water, 
blanks, blank books, printing and stationery; and to incur such other in- 
cidental expenses as may be deemed necessary by said Board. 

5. To build, alter, repair, rent and provide school houses, and to 
furnish them with proper school furniture, apparatus and appliances, 
and to insure against fire any and all such school property. 
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6. To take and to hold in fee, or otherwise, in trust for the city, any 
and all real estate amd personal property that may have been acqi^red, 
or may hereafter be acquired, for the use and benefit of the public schools 
of the city; and to sell or exchange and to lease any of such property; 
provided, that the proceeds of any such sale or exchange shall be exclu- 
sively applied to the purchase of other lots, or the erection of school 
houses. 

7. To grade, fence and improve all school lots, and in front thereof 
to grade, sewer or pave, and repair the streets, and to construct and re? 
pair sidewalks. 

8. To sue for any and all property belonging to or claimed by the 
said Board of Ediication, and to prosecute and defend all actions at law 
or in equity, necessary to recover and maintain the full enjoyment and 
possession of said property, and to require the services of the City Attor- 
ney free of charge in all such cases. 

9. To determine annually the amount of money required for the 
support of the public schools, and for carrying into effect all the provis- 
ions of law in reference thereto; and in pursuance of this provision, the 
Board shall, on or before the fifteenth day of each year, submit in 
writing to the City Council a careful estimate of the whole amount of 
money to be received from the State and County, and the amount re- 
quired from the city for the above purposes, and the City Council shall 
in each year, fix the percentage of taxes to be levied and collected for 
school purposes; provided, that the amount to be thus levied for school 
purposes shall not exceed twenty cents on each one hundred dollars val- 
uation upon the assessment roll, and that when collected it shall be paid 
into the -School Fund. 

10. To establish regulations for the just and equitable disbursement 
of all moneys belonging to the School Fund. 

11. To examine and approve, in whole or in part, in the manner 
provided in section 212, every demand payable out of the School Fund, 
or to reject any such demand for good cause. 

12. To discharge all legal incumbrances now existing, or which may 
hereafter exist, upon any school property. 

13. To prohibit any child under six years of age from attending the 
public schools. 

14. In its discretion to establish kindergarten schools for the in- 
struction of children between the ages of five and six years, an indus- 
trial or manual training schools or departments. 

15. To receive and manage property or money acquired by bequest 
or donation in trust for the benefit of any school, educational purpose, 
or school property. 
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16. And generally to do and perform such other acts as may be 
necessary and proper to carry into force and effect the powers con- 
ferred on said Board, and to increase the efficiency of the public school in 
said city. 

Sec. 72 All contracts for building shall be given to the lowest bid- 
der therefor, offering adequate security, to be determined by the Board 
after due public notice, published for not less than ten days in the official 
newspaper of the city. It shall be the duty of the Board to furnish all 
necessary supplies for the public schools. All supplies, books, stationery, 
fuel, printing goods, material, merchandise, repairing and every other 
article or thing supplied to or done for the public schools, or any of 
them, when the expenditure to be incurred on account of such matter 
may exceed five hundred dollars, shall be done or furnished by contract, 
let to the lowest bidder after like public advertisement; provided, that 
the Board of Education may reject any and all bids under this section. 

Sec. 73. Any member of the Board of Education, officer, or other 
person officially connected with the School Department, or drawing a 
salary from the Board of Education, who, while connected or drawing 
such salary upon investigation by the Board of Education shall be found 
to be interested either directly or indirectly in, or to have gained any ad- 
vantage or benefits from any contract, payments under which have been 
or are to be made in whole or in part from moneys derived from the 
School Fund, or raised by taxation or otherwise for the support of 
the public schools, shall forfeit his office, and the Board of Education 
shall thereupon declare such office vacant. 

Sec. 74. The Board of Education shall, before the 30th day of June 
of each year, fix a schedule of salaries for teachers and employes of the 
School Department, to take effect on the first day of July following, and 
to remain in force during one year. 

SCHOOL, SUPERINTENDENT. 

Sec. 75. The Superintendent, with the approval of the Board of 
Education, may, for good and sufficient cause, provisionally suspend any 
teacher employed in the public schools of the city until the next meeting 
of the Board of Education. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent 
to report to the Board of Education annually, and at such other times 
as it may require, all matters pertaining to the expenditure, income and 
condition of progress of the public schools of said city during preceding 
year, with such recommendations as he may deem proper; to visit each 
school at least once a month; to observe, and cause to be observed, such 
general rules for the regulation, government and instruction of the 
schools as maybe established by the Board; to recommend to the Board 
the dismissal of teachers, stating the reasons therefor; to attend all ses- 
sions of the Board, and inform it at each session of the condition of the 
public schools, school houses, school fund, and other matters connected 
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there with, and recommend such measures as he may deem nec^sary for 
the advancement of education in the city; and to acquaint himself with 
all the laws, rules and reflations governing the public schools in said 
city, and the judicial decisions thereon, and give advice connected with 
pnblic schools, gratuitously, to officers, teachers, pupils, parents and 
guardians. 

SCHOOL FUND. 

Sec. 76. The School Fund shall consist of all moneys received from 
the State School Fund and County School Fund, and all moneys arising 
from taxes which shall be levied annually by the City Council of the city 
for school purposes; of all moneys arising from the sale, rent, or ex- 
change oi any of the school property, and of such other moneys as may, 
from any source whatever, be paid into any School Fund. The School 
Fund shall be separate and distinct from all other moneys, and shall only 
be used for school purposes under the provisions of this charter. If, at 
the end of any fiscal year, any surplus remains in the School Fund, such 
surplus money shall be carried forward to the School Fund for the next 
fiscal year, and shall not be, for any purpose whatever, diverted or with- 
drawn from said fund, except under the provisions of this charter. 

Sec. 76. The said School Fund shall be used and applied by said 
Board of Education for the following purposes, to- wit: 

1. For the payment of the salaries or wages of the Superintendent, 
Deputy Superintendent, Clerk, teachers, janitors, School Census Mar- 
shals, and other persons who may be employed by said Board. 

2. For the erection, alteration, repairs, rent, and furnishing of 
school houses. 

3. For the purchase money or rent of any real or personal property 
purchased or leased by said Board. 

4. For the insurance of all school property. 

5. For the discharge of all legal incumbrances on any school prop- 
erty. 

6. For lighting the school rooms und the offices and rooms of the 
Superintendent and Board of Education. 

7. For supplying the schools with fuel, water, apparatus, blanks, 
blank books and necessary school appliances, together with books for 
indigent children. 

8. For supplying books, printing and stationer}* for the use of the 
Superintendent and Board of Education, and for the incidental expenses 
of the Department. 

9. For grading and improving all school lots, and for grading, sew- 
ering, planking or paving and repairing streets, and constructing and 
repairing sidewalks in front thereof. 
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Sbc. 78. All demands authorized by this article shall be paid by the 
City Treasurer from the School Pnnd provided that the said Board shall 
not have the powei to contract any debts or liabilities, in any form 
whatsoever, against said city, in contravention of this article, or ex- 
ceeding in any year the income and revenue provided for the School 
Fund for such year; but this provision shall not be construed to prevent 
the incurring of indebtedness for permanent improvements to be liquid- 
ated by the proceeds of municipal bonds issued by the city of Los Ange- 
les in accordance with the general laws of the State for the purpose of 
defraying the cost of such permanent improvements. 

Sec. 79. It shall be the duty of the Auditor of the County of Los 
Angeles, upon the first Monday in each month, and at such other times 
as he may deem proper, to certify in duplicate to the Superintendent of 
Schools of such County the amount of school moneys at that time in the 
County Treasury, and the amount received during the previous month. 
The County Superintendent shall, upon the receipt of such certificates, 
indorse upon one of them the amount of such moneys to which the pub- 
lic schools of the city are entitled. The certificates so indorsed shall be 
at once returned to said Auditor, who shall direct upon the same the 
County Treasurer to pay the sum designated upon such certificate to the 
Treasurer of the city for the use of the School Fund thereof. 

Sec. 80. The Treasurer of said County shall thereupon pay to the 
Treasurer of said city the sum directed by, the Auditor as above pro- 
vided; and. when said moneys are placed in the City School Fund, they 
shall be used in precisely the same manner as moneys raised by city 
school taxes in the city; provided, that the entire revenue derived by the 
city from the State School Fund and the State School Tax Fund shall be 
applied by said Board of Education exclusively to the support of pri- 
mary and grammar schools. 



ARTICLE XIII. 

INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 

Sec. 128. The Health Officer shall report to the Superintendent of 
the Public Schools the names and residence of every person sick of ty- 
phus or yellow fever, Asiatic cholera, smallpox, leprosy, diphtheria or 
scarlet fever, he may deem dangerous to the public health ; and it shall 
be the duty of the Superintendent of Public Schools when so notified of 
the residence of any person sick of any of the diseases enumerated, to re- 
fuse admittance to the public schools to any member of a family, one or 
more of whose inmates are sick of any of the aforesaid diseases ; pro- 
vided, that the parties excluded shall be readmitted upon presenting a 
certificate from the Health Officer that there is no longer any danger 
from contagion. 
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ARTICLE XXI. 

CLAIMS AND DBMANDS. 

Sec. 212. All demands payable out of the School Pand must, before 
thej can be approved by the City Auditory or paid, be pf;eYiotisly ap- 
proved by the Board of Education, by a vote of six members thereof 
taken with the ayes and noes and spread on the minutes, and the action, 
of said Board indorsed on said demand and signed by the presiding offi- 
cer and Clerk thereof. After the approval of said demands they shall be- 
delivered to the City Auditor, who shall have the same powers and per- 
form the same duties in reference to demands payable out of the School! 
Fund as is provided for in other demands; provided, that in case the City- 
Auditor shall reject any such demand, or if in his opinion said demandf 
should be paid only in part, he shall return the same to the Board of Ed- 
ucation instead of the Council. 

Sec. 214. Any demand returned to the Board of Education or the 
Board of Directors of the Los Angeles Public Library, with the objection 
of the City Auditor shall again be considered by such Board, and if such 
demand be again approved, as required in the first instance, such objec- 
tion of the City Auditor shall be thereby overruled.

STATE SCHOOL LAW 



AS AMtXDED BV THE 



LEGISLATURE, MARCH 25, 1893. 



1503. First— The Board of Trostcrs of each State Xormal School 
upon the rccommeodatioii of the faculty, may issnc to those pupils 
who worthily complete the whole course of study and trainhig pie^ 
scribed, a diploma of graduation. 

SecondSedd diploma shall entitle the holder to a grammar grade 
certificate, fi-om any City, City and County, or County Board of Edu- 
cation in the State. 

TAird— Whenever any City, City and County, or County Board of 
Education shall present to the State Board of Education a recommend- 
ation showing that the holder of a Normal School diploma has had a 
successful experience of two years teaching in the public schools of this 
State subsequent to the granting of such diploma, the State Board of 
Education shall grant to the holder thereof a docrument, signed by the 
President and Secretary of the State Board showing such fact. The 
aaid diploma, accompanied by said document of the State Board 
attached thereto, shall become a permanent certificate of qualification 
to teach in any primary or grammar school in the State, valid until 
such time as the said diploma may be revoked, as provided in subdi- 
vision thirteen of section fourteen hundred and eighty-nine of this code. 

Fof/rtA— Upon presentation of the diploma and document referred to 
in subdivision third of this section, to any City, Citj' and Count}' or 
County Superintendent of Schools, said Superintendent shall record the 
name of the holder thereof in a book provided for that purpose in his 
office, and the holder thereof shall thencetbrth be absolved from the re- 
quirement of subdivision first of section sixteen hundred and ninety-six 
of this code. 

Fi/IA— Said diploma of graduation from any Normal School in this 
State when accompanied bj' a certificate, granted by the faculty of the 
State University, showing that the holder thereof, subsequent to receiv- 
ing said diploma, has successfully completed the prescribed course of 
instruction in the pedagogical department of the State University, shall 
entitle the holder to a High School certificate authorizing the holder to 
teach in any Primary or Grammar School, and in anj* High School in 
this State, except those in which the holder would Ije required to teach 
languages other than the English. 
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1321. The powers and the duties of the State Board of Education 
are as follows: 

F/rst— To adopt rules and regulations not inconsistent with the laws 
of this State, for its own government and forthe government of the pub- 
lic schools and district school libraries. 

Second— To grant educational diplomas of two grades, valid through- 
out the State for the period of six years, as follows: 

1. High School; authorizing the holder to teach in any Primary or 
Grammar School, and in any High School in which said holder is not 
required to teach languages other than the English. 

2. Grammar School; authorizing the holder to teach in any primary 
or Grammar School. 

Third— To grant life diplomas of two grades, valid throughout the 
State, as follows: 

1. High School; authorizing the holder to teach in any Primary or 
Grammar School, and in any High School in which said holder is not 
required to teach languages other than the English. 

2. Grammar School; authorizing the holder to teach in any Primary 
or Grammar School. 

FourtA— Except as provided in section one thousand five hundred 
and three of this code, diplomas may be issued only to such persons as 
have held for one year, and who still hold a valid city, city and county ^ 
or county certificate corresponding in grade to the grade of the diploma 
applied for, and who shall furnish satisfactory evidence of having had a 
successful experience in teaching of at least five years, when applying for 
an educational diploma, and of at least ten years when applying for a 
life diploma. Every application must be accompanied to the State Board 
of Education by a certified copy of a resolution adopted by at least a 
four-fifths vote of all the members composing a Citj- or Countj' Board of 
Education, recommending that the diploma Ije granted, and also by an 
affidavit of the applicant specifically setting forth the places in which 
and the dates between which said applicant has taught, and that said 
applicant has taught a part of each year for five or ten calendar years^ 
respectively. The five or ten years need not be consecutive years, but 
the aggregate experience must be at least thirty-five months for an edu- 
cational, and seventy months for a life diploma; and in either case the 
applicant must have had twenty-one months' experience in the public 
schools of California. The application must also be accompanied by a 
fee of two dollars, for the purpose of defraying the expense of issuing the 
diploma. 

Pifih — To revoke or suspend for immoral or unprofessional conduct, 
or for evident unfitness for teaching, life diplomas or educational diplo- 
mas heretofore issued, or that may hereafter be issued, and to adopt such 
rules for the revocation of diplomas as they may deem expedient or 
necessarv. 
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1533. He— the State Superintendent shall have power to call bien- 
nially, a convention of the Coanty and City Superintendents, to assem- 
ble at such time and place as he shall deem most convenient, for the dis- 
cussion of questions pertaining to the supervision and administration of 
the public schools, the laws relating thereto, and such other subjects 
affecting the welfare and interest of the public schools as shall properly 
be brought before it. It is hereby made the duty of all County and City 
Superintendents to attend and take part in the proceedings of such con- 
vention when it is called. The actual expenses of the County Superin- 
tendents attending the convention shall be allowed by the Board of 
Supervisors and paid out of the same fund as the salary of the County 
Superintendents is paid; the actual expenses of the City Superintendents 
attending the convention shall be allowed and paid out of the same fund 
as the salary of such City Superintendents is paid. 

1543. It is the duty of the County Superintendent of each county: 

First— To superintend the schools of his county. 

Second— 1, To apportion the school moneys to each school district 
as provided in section one thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight of this 
code at least four times a year. For this purpose he may require of the 
County Auditor a report of the amount of all school moneys on hand to 
the credit of the several school funds of the County not already appor- 
tioned; and it it hereby made the duty of the Auditor to furnish such re- 
port when so required; and whenever an excess of money has accumu- 
lated to the credit of a school district by reason of a large census roll and 
a small attendance, beyond a reasonable amount necessary to maintain 
a school for eight months in such district for the year, the Superintend- 
ent of schools shall place said excess of money to the credit of the unap- 
portioned school funds of the county, and shall apportion the same as 
other school funds are apportioned. 

Third— 1, On the order of the Board of School Trustees to draw his 
— ^the County Superintendent's— requisition upon the County Auditor 
for all necessary expenses against the school fund of any district, or any 
city or town which has not a Board of Education. The requisitions 
must be drawn in the order in which the orders therefore are filed in his 
office. Each requisition must specify the purpose for which it is drawn; 
but no requisition shall be drawn unless the money is in the fund to pay 
it, and no requisition shall be drawn upon the order of the Board of 
School Trustees against the funds of any district, except for teachers* 
salaries, unless such order is accompanied by an itemized bill showing 
the separate items and the price of each, in payment for which the order 
is drawn; nor shall any requisition for teachers' salaries be drawn unless 
the order shall state the monthly salary of the teacher, and name the 
months for which such salary is due. Upon the receipt of such requisition 
the Auditor shall draw his warrant upon the County Treasurer in favor 
of the parties for the amount stated in such requisition. 
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2. On the order of the Board of Education of any city having a 
Board of £dacation» the County Superintendent shall draw his requisi- 
tion upon the County Auditor in favor of the City Treasurer of said City 
for all State and County moneys, and for all other moneys apportioned 
by the said Superintendent to said City. Upon the presentation of said 
requisition the County Auditor shall draw his warrant upon the County 
Treasurer in favor of the Treasurer of said City for the amount stated 
in said requisition. It shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to pay 
the amount stated in the warrant of the County Auditor to the Treas- 
urer of said City; and it shall be the duty of the Treasurer of said City 
to receive and safely keep all moneys so received, and to pay the same 
out upon the order of the Board of Education of said City, which order 
must be issued by said Board of Education as provided in division (1) 
one of this subdivision of section one thousand five hundred and forty- 
three of the political code. 

Sevent/H-He shall have the power to issue, if he deem it proper to do 
so, temporary certificates, valid until the next semi-annual meeting of 
the County Board of Education, to persons holding certificates of like 
grade granted in other Counties, Cities, or Cities and Counties, or upon 
any certificates or diplomas upon which County Boards are empowered 
to grant certificates without examination, as specified in section seven- 
teen hundred and seventy-five; providedf that no person shall be entitled 
to receive such temporary certificate more than once in the same County. 

1560. The Superintendent of every County in which there are 
twenty or more school districts, and of every City and County in the 
State, must hold at least one teachers' institute in each year; and every 
teacher employed in a public school in the county must attend such insti. 
tute, and participate in its proceedings; providedf that cities employing 
seventy or more teachers may have a separate institute, to meet at least 
once a year, the sessions to be of not less than three nor more than five 
days; and provided (urtber, that teachers attendii^ such City Institute 
shall not be required to attend the County Institute. The expenses of 
such City Institutes, not exceeding two hundred dollars annually, shall 
be paid from the special school funds of said City. 

1565. Except for a temporary errtificate, and except as provided in 
subdivision second of section one thousand five hundred and three of the 
political code, every applicant for a teachers' certificate, or for the re- 
newal of a certificate, upon presenting his application, shall pay to the 
County Superintendent a fee of two dollars, to be by him immediately 
deposited with the County Treasurer, to the credit of a fund to be known 
as the teachers' institute and library fund. AH funds so credited shall 
be drawn out only upon the requisition of the County Superintendent of 
Schools upon the County Auditor, who shall draw his warrant in pay- 
ment of the service of instructors in the County Teachers' Institute; pro- 
vided ^ they be not teachers in the public schools of the county in which 
such institute is held, and for the purchase of books for a library for the 
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use of the teachers of the county. At least fifty per cent, of the teachers' 
institute and library fund shall be expended for books. The County Su- 
perintendent shall take charge of the teachers* library, prepare a cata- 
logue of its contents, and keep a correct record of books taken there- 
from or returned thereto. 

1617. The powers and duties of Trustees of School Districts and of 
Boards of Education in Cities, are as follows: 

First — To prescribe and enforce rules, not inconsistent with law or 
those prescribed by the State Board of Education, for their own govern- 
ment and government of schools, and to transact their business at regu- 
lar or special meetings called for such purpose, notice of which shall be 
given each member. 

Second— To manage and control the school property within their 
districts, and to pay all moneys collected by them, from any source 
whatever, for school purposes, into the county treasury, to be placed to 
the credit of the special fund of their districts. 

Third— To purchase text books of the state series for the use of pu- 
pils whose parents are unable to purchase them, school furniture, includ- 
ing organs and pianos and apparatus and such other things as may be 
necessary for the use of schools; provided, that except in incorporated 
cities having Boards of Education, they purchase such books and appa- 
ratus only as have been adopted by the County Board of Education. 

Fourth— To rent, furnish, repair and insure the school property of 
their respective districts. 

Fifth — When directed by a vote of their district, to build school 
houses or to purchase or sell school lots. 

Sixth — To make, in the name of the district, conveyances on all 
property belonging to the district and sold by them. 

Seventh— To employ the teachers, and excepting in incorporated 
cities having Boards of Education, immediately notify the Superintend- 
ent of Schools in writing of such employment, naming the grade of cer- 
tificate held by the teachers employed; also to employ janitors and 
other employes of the schools ; to fix and order paid their compensation, 
unless the same be otherwise prescribed b\' law; provided^ that no 
Board of Trustees shall enter into any contract with such employes to 
extend beyond the thirtieth day of June next ensuing. 

Eighth— To suspend and expel pupils for misconduct. 

Ninth — To exclude from schools children under six years of age : pro- 
vided, that in cities and towns in which the kindergarten has been 
adopted or may hereafter be adopted, as a part of the public primary 
schools, children may be admitted to such kindergarten classes at the 
age of four years. 
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Tentfr— To enforce in schools the course of study and the use of text- 
books prescribed and adopted by the proper authority. 

Eleventh— To appoint district librarians, and enforce' the rules pre- 
scribed for the government of district libraries. 

Twelfth— To exclude from schools and school libraries all books, pub- 
lications or papers of a sectarian, partizan or denominational character. 

Tbirteentlh— To furnish books for the children of parents unable to 
purchase them; the books so furnished to belong to the school district, 
and to be kept in the district school library when not in use. 

Fourteenth— To keep a register, open to the inspection of the public, 
of all children applying for admission and entitled to be admitted into 
the public schools, and to notify the parents or guardians of such child- 
ren when vacancies occur, and to receive such children into the schools in 
the order in which they are registered. 

Fifteenth— To permit children from other districts to attend the 
schools of their district only upon the consent of the trustees of the dis- 
trict in which such children reside; provided, that should the trustees of 
the district in which children, whose parents or guardians desire them to 
attend in other districts, reside, refuse to grant their consent, the parents 
or guardians of such children may appeal to the County Superintendent, 
and his decision shall be final. 

Sixteenth — On or before the first day of April in each year to appoint 
a School Census Marshal, and notify the Superintendent of Schools 
thereof; provided, that in any city, or city and county, the appointment 
of all school census marshals shall be subject to the approval of the City 
Superintendent of Schools. 

Seventeenth— To make an annual report, on or before the first day of 
July, the Superintendent of Schools, in the manner and form, and on the 
blanks prescribed by the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

Eighteenth— To make a report, whenever required, directly to the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, of the text-books used in their 
schools. 

Nineteenth— To visit every school in their district at least once in 
each term, and examine carefully into its management, condition and 
wants. This clause to apply to each and every member of the Board of 
Trustees. 

1619. First— The Boards of School Trustees and City Boards of Ed- 
ucation must maintain all the schools established by them for an equal 
time during the year, and, as far as practicable, with equal rights and 
privileges. 

1620. Writing and drawing paper, pens, inks, blackboards, black- 
board rubbers, crayons, and lead and slate pencils, and other necessary 
supplies for the use of the schools, must be furnished under the direction 
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of the City Boards of Bdncation and Boards of Scfaool Trustees, and 
charges therefor must be audited and paid as other claims against the 
county school fund of their districts are audited and paid. 

1621. The Boards of School Trustees and City Boards of Educa- 
tion must use the school moneys received from the State and county 
apportionments exclusively for the support of schools for that school 
year, until at least an eight months* school has been maintained; if, at 
the end of any year during which an eight months' school has been 
maintained, there is an unexpended balance, it may be used for the pay- 
ment of claims against the district outstanding, or it may be used for 
the year succeeding. Any balance remaining on hand at the end 'of any 
school year in which school has not been maintained eight months, shall 
be reapportioned by the Sueerinteadent of Sdiools as other moneys are 
apportioned; provided ^ that if a district has been prevented from main- 
taining a school for eight months in any year in consequence of fire, 
fiood, prevailing epidemic, or other cause, which may upon investiga- 
tion by the Superintendent of the County, be determined to be a good 
and sufficient one, said balance shall not be reapportioned. 

1634. It is the duty of the Census Marshal: 

First—To take annually, between the fifteenth and thirtieth days of 
April, inclusive, a census of children, including the children of Indian 
parents who pay taxes, or who are not living in the tribal relation, un- 
der seventeen years of age, who were residents of his district on said fif- 
teenth day of April. 

Second— To report the results of his labors to the Superintendent of 
Schools lor to the Board of Education, in cities,) on or before the tenth 
day of May in each year. 

Third— He shall visit each habitation, home, residence, domicile, or 
place of abode in his district, and by actual observation and interroga- 
tion enumerate the census children of the same. 

FourtA— Before entering upon the discharge of his duties as such, 
the Census Marshal must qualify and file his oath of office of the Super- 
intendent of Schools. 

1636. His report must be made under oath, upon blanks furnished 
by the Superintendent of Public Instruction, and must show: 

First—The number, age, sex, color and nationality of the children 
listed. 

Second— The names of the parents or guardians of said children 
arranged alphabetically, except in cities of the first class. In all cities 
the number and street of residence must be given. 

Third— Such other facts as the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
may designate. 
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Four^/t— The Ceasus Marshal have the power to administer oaths 
to parents and guardians. 

Fifth— If at any time the Superintendent of Schools has reason to 
believe that a correct census of the district has not been taken he must 
have it corrected, and, if necessary for the purpose, he may appoint a 
census marshal and have the census of the district retaken. Should the 
Board of Education or Board of School Trustees of said city or district 
refuse toSssue an order for the compensation of said Marshal for his 
services, the Superintendent is hereby authorized to issue Ins requisition 
therefor against the county fund of such city or district without such 
order. 

1637. He must include in his report all children who are absent at- 
tending institutions of learning, and whose parents or guardians are 
residents of the district; he must also include as census children the chil- 
dren of Indian parents who pay taxes, and of Indian parents who are 
not livi:igin the tribal relation; he must also include all orphan chil- 
dren absent from the district in orphan asylums, whose guardians 
reside in the district, and every half orphan absent in asylums, whose 
surviving parent or guardian resides in the district; he must also 
include all native bom Chinese children. 

1638. He must not include in his report children who are attending 
institutions of learning, or such benevolent institutions as deaf and 
dumb, blind, and orphan asylums in his district, whose parents or guar- 
dians do not reside therein. 

1639. The compensation of Census Marshal must be audited and 
paid as other claims upon the school fund of the district are audited and 
paid; provided^ such compensation shall not exceed six dollars per day 
for time actually and necessarily employed; and provided further ^ that in 
no case shall the compensation be computed at a per capita sum; nor 
shall any order for such compensation be drawn by the Trustees of any 
district, or by any Board of Education, until they shall have been noti- 
fied by the Superintendent that the report of the Census Marshal has 
been approved by him. In case the report should not be approved by 
the Superintendent the Census Marshal shall not be entitled to receive 
any compensation. 

1662. Every school, unless otherwise provided by law, must be 
open for the admission of all children between six and twenty-one years 
of age residing in the district, and the Board of School Trustees, or City 
Board of Education, have power to admit adults and children not 
residing in the district, whenever good reasons exist therefor. Trustees 
shall have the power to exclude children of filthy or vicious habits, or 
children suffering from contagious or infectious diseases, and also to es- 
tablish separate schools for Indian children and for children of Mongo- 
lian or Chinese descent. When such separate schools are established, 
Indian, Chinese, or Mongolian children must not be admitted into any 
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other school; provided ^ that in city and towns in which the kindergar- 
ten has been adopted, or may hereafter be adopted, as part of the pub- 
lic primary schools, children may be admitted to such kindergarten 
classes at the age of four years. 

1663. All schools unless otherwise provided by law, must be divided 
into primary and grammar grades. 

1665. Instruction must be given in the following branches, in the 
sevenil grades in which each may be required, viz: Reading, writing, 
orthography, arithmetic, geography, grammar, history of the United 
States, elements of physiology and hygiene, with special instruction as 
to the nature of alcoholic drinks and narcotics and their effects upon the 
human system, vocal music, elementary bookkeeping^ industrial draw- 
ing, and civil government; provided, that instruction in physiology and 
hygiene, elementary bookkeeping and civil government may be oral, no 
text books in these subjects being required to be purchased by the 
pupils; provided, further, that the Board of Education of any county 
may, in districts having less than one hundred census children, confine 
the pupils to the studies of reading, orthography, arithmetic, grammar, 
geography, histor3', penmanship and elementary bookkeeping, until they 
have a practical knowledge of these subjects. 

1666. Other studies may be authorized by the Board of Education 
of any County, City, or City and County, but no such studies shall be 
pursued to the neglect or exclusion of thestudies in the preceding section 
specified. 

1667. Instruction must be given in all grades of school and in all 
classes during the entire school course, in manners and morals, and 
upon the nature of alcoholic drinks and narcotics, and their effects upon 
the human system. 

1672. No publication of a sectarian, partisan or denominational 
character must ]>e used or distributed in any school, or be made a part 
of any school library; nor must any sectarian or denominational doc- 
trine be taught therein. Any school district, town orcity, the officers of 
which knowingly allow any schools to be taught in violation to these 
provisions, forfeits all right to any State or County apportionment of 
school moneys, and upon satisfactory evidence of such violation, the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction and School Superintendent must 
withhold both State and Count3'' apportionments. 

1673. No school must be continued in session more than six hours 
a day, and no pupil under eight years of age must be kept in school more 
than four hours per day. Any violation of the provisions of this section 
must be treated in the san:e manner as the violation of the provisions of 
the preceding section. 

1696. Every teacher in the public schools must: 
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F/rst— Before assuming charge of a school, file his or her certificate 
with the Superintendent of Schools; provided^ that when any teacher so 
employed is the holder of a California State Normal School diploma, 
accompanied by the certificate of the State Board of Education, as pro- 
vided in subdivision third, of section one thousand five hundred and 
three, of the political code, an educational or life diploma of California, 
upon presentation th<»reof to the Superintendent he shall record the name 
of said holder in a book provided for that purpose in his oflfice, and the 
holder of said diploma shall thereupon be absolved from the provisions 
of this subdivision. 

Second— Before taking charge of a school, and one week before 
closing a term of school, notify the County Superintendent of such fact, 
naming the day of opening or closing. Boards of Education and Boards 
of School Trustees must in every case give to the teacher a notice of at 
least two weeks of their intention to close the term of V'hool under 
their charge. No Superintendent shall draw any requisition for the last 
month's salary of any teacher until said teacher has filed with him the 
notice required by this subdivision. 

T/wrd— Enforce the course of study, the use of the legally authorized 
text-books, and the rules and regulations prescribed for schools. 

Foi/rt A— Hold pupils to a strict account for their conduct on the way 
to and from school, on the playground, or during recess; suspend, for 
good cause, any pupil from the school, and report such suspension to the 
Board of School Trustees or City Board of Education for review. If 
such action is not sustained by them, the teacher may appeal to the 
County Superintendent whose decision shall be final. 

Fifth— Kttp a State school register, in which shall be left at the close 
of the'term, a report showing programme of recitations, classification, 
and grading of all pupils who have attended school at any time during 
the school year. The Superintendent shall in no case draw a requisition 
in favor of the teacher, until the teacher has filed with him a certificate 
from the Clerk of the Board of School Trustees to the effect that the pro- 
visions of this subdivision have been complied with. 

S/xtA— Make an annual report to the County Superintendent at the 
time and in the manner and on the blanks prescribed by the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction. Any teacher who shall end any school term 
before the close of the school year, shall make a report to the Countv 
Superintendent immediately after the close of such term; and any teacher 
who may be teaching any school at the end of the school year, shall, in 
his or her annual report, include all statistics for the entire school year, 
notwithstanding any previous report for a part of the year. The Super- 
intendent of Schools shall in no case draw a requisition for the salary of 
any teacher for the last month of the school term, until the report re- 
quired by this subdivision has been filed, and by him approved. 
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Seventh — Make such other reports as may be required by the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, County Superintendent, Board of 
School Trustees, or City Board of Education. 

1697. A school month is construed and taken to be twenty school 
days, or four weeks of five school days each. 

1702. It shall be the duty of all teachers to endeavor to impress 
upon the minds of the pupils the principles of morality, truth, justice 
and patriotism, tor teach them to avoid idleness, profanity and false- 
hood; to instruct them in the principles of a free jjovemment, and to 
train them up to a true comprehension of the rights, duties and dignity 
of American citizenship. 

1704. No person is eligible to teach in any public school in this 
State, or to receive a certificate to teach, who has not attained the age 
of eighteen years. 

1712. F/rst— The Board of School Trustees and the City Board of 
Education in any city must expend the library fund, together with such 
moneys as may be added thereto by donation, in the purchase of school 
apparatus and books for a school library, including books for supple- 
mentary work, and no warrant shall be drawn by the Superintendent of 
Schools upon the order of any Board of Trustees against the library 
fund of any district unless such order is accompanied by an itemized bill, 
showing the books and apparatus, and the price of each, in payment of 
which the order is drawn, and unless such books and apparatus have 
been adopted by the County, or City, or City and County Board of Edu- 
cation; all orders of the trustees and of Boards of Education for books 
or apparatus must in every case be submitted to the Superintendent of 
Schools of the County, or City, or City and County, respectively, for his 
approval, before said books or apparatus shall be purchased. 

Secoiic/— The Trustees of each district shall cause each book now in 
their district school library, or that may hereafter be placed in said li- 
brary, to be stamped on the fl\' leaf, on the title page and on each one 
hundredth page of the book, with the words, "Department of Public In- 
struction, State of California, County, District Library," 

and the County Superintendent is hereby authorized and instructed to 
procure such stamp for each district in his county, and to pay the same 
out of the county school fund of such district. 

1714. In cities not divided into school districts, the library fund 
shall consist of a sum not to exceed fifty dollars for every one thousand 
children, or fraction thereof of five hundred or more, between the ages 
of five and seventeen years, annually taken from the city or county 
school fund apportioned to the city. The Superintendent shall appor- 
tion the library fund in cities not divided into districts among the sev- 
eral school in proportion to the average number of children belonging to 
each school. 
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1715. Libraries are tinder the control of the Board of Trustees or 
City Board of Education, and must be kept, when practicable, in the 
school houses. 

1770. F/rsi— Each County Board of Education shall meet semi-an- 
nually, at such time as they may determine. 

Second — Examination of applicants for teachers' certificates shall be 
held only at the semi-annual meetings of the Board. Certificates upon 
credentials may be granted, and certificates may be renewed, at any 
meeting of the Board. 

1771. County Boards of Education have power: 

First— To adopt rules and regulations, not inconsistent with the 
laws of this State for their own government. 

Scconrf— To prescribe and enforce rules for the examination of teach^ 
ers. 

TA/rd— To examine applicants, and to prescribe a standard of profi- 
ciency which will entitle the person examined to a certificate, and to 
grant certificates of three grades, valid throughout the county, except 
as provided in section seventeen hundred and seventy-five, as follows : 

1. High school; valid for six years, authorizing the holder to teach 
any High School; Grammar grade or Primary School; provided^ that 
holders of grammar school course certificates shall be entitled to receive 
high school certificates in lieu thereof. 

2. Grammar grade; valid for six years, authorizing the holder to 
teach any Grammar Grade or Primary School. 

3. Primary; valid for two years, authorizing the holder to teach 
any Primary School. Also to grant special certificates, valid for six 
years, which shall entitle the holder to teach such special branches 
as may be required by City or County Boards of Education. 

FourtA— To revoke or suspend, for immoral or unprofessional con- 
duct, or evident unfitness for teaching, the certificates granted by them. 

Fi/^/i— All examination papers for terchers* certificates shall be kept 
on file in the office of the Superintendent of Schools for at least one year, 
and shall be open for the inspection of applicants or their authorized 
agents. 

1772. Except as provided in section seventeen hundred and seventy- 
five, certificates shall be granted only to those who have passed a satis- 
factory examination in all the studies prescribed by the County Board of 
Education: provided, that applicants for Primary county certificates 
shall be required to pass an examination only in arithmetic, grammar, 
geography, composition, history of the United States, orthography, de- 
fining, penmanship, reading, methods of teaching, school law, industrial 
drawing, physiology, civil government, elementary bookkeeping and vo- 
cal music. 
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1775. First-^Thc Board may also, without examination, j^^nt 
county certificates of either the grammar or the primary grade, to tfac 
holders of life diplomas of other states, Nevada, Oregon and Washington 
State educational diplomas, San Francisco Normal class diplomas, when 
recommended by the Superintendent of Public Schools of said city, Cali- 
fornia State University diplomas, when recommended by the fieurulty of 
the University; State Normal School diplomas of other States; Grammar 
grade certificates of any County, City, or City and County of Califor- 
nia; and County certificates of the High School grade to holders of Cali- 
fornia State University diplomas when recommended by the faculty of 
the University; and to graduates of any other institution in the United 
States which the State Board of Education of this State shall have rec- 
ommtoded as being of the same rank as the State University of Califor- 
nia, when the diploma of graduation from said institution shall be ac- 
companied by a recommendation from the faculty thereof, showing that 
the holder of the diploma has had academic and professional training 
equivalent to that required by the State University. The general condi- 
tions on which such recommendations may be accepted by the County 
Boards of Education as fulfilling these requirements, shall be prescribed 
by the State Board of Education. 

Secoac^ Whenever any holder of a diploma from the State Univer- 
sity shall present to the State Board of Education satisfactory evidence 
of having had two years' successful experience as a teacher subsequent 
to graduation, accompanied by a recommendation from the faculty of 
the State University, showing that said graduate has completed the pre- 
scribed course in the pedagogical department of the State University, 
the State Board of Education shall grant to the holder of said Univer- 
sity diploma a document signed by the President and Secretary of the 
State Board, showing such fact, and the said diploma, accompanied by 
said document of the State Board attached thereto, shall become a per- 
manent certificate of qualification to teach in any Primary, Grammar, or 
High School in the State; valid until such time as the said document 
shall be revoked by said Board of Education, for any of the causes 
shown in subdi\'ision four of section one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety -one. 

TAifd— The Board may, without examination, renew unexpired cer- 
tificates previously granted by said Board; such renewed certificates to 
remain valid for the same length of time for which new certificates ma^' 
be granted, and the grammar grade and primary certificates issued or 
renewed by the County Board of Education shall entitle the holders 
thereof to teach in any city or district school in the county, in grades 
corresponding to the grades of their certificates; provided, that in cities 
having special departments in their schools, holders of credentials men- 
tioned above may be examined by the City Board of Examination in the 
special studies of such departments. County Boards of Education may 
issue, upon proper examination or credentials, special certificates in any^ 
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special brancfaes tati^fat in the schools of the county. All certificates 
must be issued upon the blank forms prepared for the purpose by the Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction. 

1787. In every City, or City and County of the first, second, or 
third class, having a Board of Education, there may be a City Board of 
examination. 

1788. Each City Board of examination shall consist of the City 
Superintendent of Schools, and four other members, residents of such 
city, all of whom shall be experienced teachers, elected by the City 
Board of Education, and holding office for two years. 

1790. The City Board of examination must meet and hold examin- 
ations for the granting of teachers' certificates semi-annually, at such 
times as they may determine. They may also hold monthly meetings for 
the transaction of such business as may come before them. Special 
meetings may be called by the City Superintendent when in his judgment 
the same are necessary; and on the request in writing of any three mem- 
bers of the Board, the City Superintendent shall call a special meeting. 
No business shall be transacted at any special meeting except such as is 
indicated in the call therefor: and of all special meetings, due notice 
shall be given to each member of the Board.'- The place of meeting shall 
be designated by the chairman. All meetings of the City Board of exam- 
ination shall be public and the record of their proceedings shall be kept 
in the office of the City Superintendent of Schools. 

1791. Each City Board of Examination has power: 

F/rst—To adopt rules and regulations, not inconsistent with the 
laws of this State, for its own government and for the examination of 
teachers. 

Second— To examine applicants and to prescribe a standard of profi- 
ciency which will entitle the person examined to receive (1) a High 
School certificate, valid for six years, and authorizing the holder to teach 
in any Primary, Grammar or High School in such city; (2) a City certifi- 
cate, Grammar grade, vahd for six years, authorizing the holder to 
teach any Primary or Grammar School in such city; (3) a City certifi- 
cate, Primary grade, valid for two years, authorizing the holder to 
teach any Primary School in such city. They shall report the result of 
the examination to the City Board of Education, and said Board of Ed- 
ucation shall thereupon issue to the successful candidates the certificates 

to which they shall be entitled. ^ 

I 
Third— To recommend applicants for special certificates, valid for a 
period not to exceed six years, upon such special studies as may be au- 
thorized by the City Board of Education of such city. 

Fourth— For immoral or unprofessional conduct, profanity, intem- 
perance or evident unfitness for teaching, to recommend to the City 
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Board of Education the revocation of any certificates previously 
granted by said Board of Education in such city, or city and county. 

1792. City, or City and County Boards of Examination may also 
recommend the granting of city certificates, and the renewal thereof, in 
the manner provided for the granting and renewing of County certifi- 
cates by the County Board of Education in section one thousand seven 
hundred and seventy-five of this code. 

1793. The holders of City certificates are eligible to teach in the cit- 
ies in which such certificates were granted in schools of grades corres- 
ponding to the grades of such certificates, and when elected shall be dis- 
missed only for insubordination or other causes, as mentioned in section 
seventeen hundred and ninety-one of this act, duly ascertained and ap- 
proved by the Board of Education of said cities and City Superintend- 
ents of Public Schools, elected by City Boards of Education, shall be 
elected for a term of four years; and said City Boards of Education 
shall have full power to fix the salary of all employes. The holders of 
special City certificates are eligible to teach the special studies men- 
tioned in their certificates in all the schools in the city in which such cer- 
tificates were granted. 

1817. The County Superintendent of each County having a popula- 
tion of less than two hundred thousand inhabitants must, on or before 
the first regular meeting of the Board of Supervisors, in September in 
eoch year, furnish the Supervisors and the Auditor, respectively, an esti- 
mate in writing, of the minimum amount of county school fund needed 
for the ensuing year. This amount he must compute as follows : 

First— He must ascertain, in the manner provided for in subdivisions 
one and two of section eighteen hundred and fifty-eight, the total num- 
ber of teachers of the county. 

Second— He must calculate the amount required to be raised at five 
hundred dollars per teacher. From this amount he must deduct the to- 
tal amount of State apportionments, and the remainder shall be the 
minimum amount of county school fund needed for the ensuing year ; 
provided, that if this amount is less than sufficient to raise a sum equal 
to six dollars for each census child in the county, then the minimum 
amount shall be such a sum as will be equal to six dollars for each cen- 
sus child in the county. 

1858. All State school moneys apportioned by the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, must be apportioned to thr several counties in 
proportion to the number of school census children, as shown by the re- 
turns of the School Census Marshals of the preceding school year; pro- 
YJdedf that Indian children whose parents are on government reserva- 
tions, or are living in the tribal relation, and Mongolian children not 
native born, shall not be included in the apportionment list. The School 
Superintendent in each County must apportion all state and county 
school moneys as follows : 
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First— Yi^t must ascertain the titnnber of teachers each district is en- 
titled to, by calculating one teacher for every seventy school census chil- 
dren, or fraction thereof, not less than twenty school census children, as 
shown by the next preceding school census; provided, that all children 
in any asylum, and not attending the public schools, of whom the au- 
thorities of said asylum are the guardians, shall not be included in mak- 
ing the estimate of the number of teachers to which the district in 
which the asylum is located is entitled. 

Second— He must ascertain the total number of teachers for the 
county by adding together the number of teachers assigned to the sev- 
eral districts. 

T/iircf— Five hundred dollars shall be apportioned to each district for 
every teacher assigned to it; provided, that no district having ten and 
less than twenty school census children, shall be apportioned four hun- 
dred dollars; provided further, that to districts having over seventy 
school census children and a fraction of less than twenty, there shall be 
apportioned twenty dollars for each census child in said fraction. 

Four ti^ All school money remaining on hand after apportioning to 
the districts the moneys provided for in subdivision three of this section, 
must be apportioned to the several districts in proportion to the aver- 
age daily attendance in each district during the preceding school year. 
Census children, whenever mentioned in this chapter, shall be construed 
to mean those between the ages of five and seventeen years. 

F/ftA— Whenever in any school year, prior to the receipt by the 
Counties, Cities, or Cities and Counties of this State of their State, 
County, or City school fund, the school districts or Cities shall not have 
sufficient money to their credit to pay the lawful demands against them, 
the County, City, or City and County Superintendent shall give the 
Treasurer of said County, City, or City and County, an estimate of the 
amount of school money that will next be paid into the County, City,, 
or City and County treasury, stating the amount to be apportioned to 
each district. Upon the receipt of such estimate, it shall be the duty of 
the Treasurer of said County, City, or City and County, to transfer 
from any fund not immediately needed to pay claims against it, to the 
proper school fund, an amount not to exceed ninety per cent, of the 
amount estimated by the Superintendent, and he shall immediately no- 
tify the Superintendent of the amount so transferred. The funds so 
transferred to the school fund shall be re-transferred by the Treasurer to 
the fand from which they were taken, from the first money paid into the 
school fund after the transfer. 

1861. The State School Fund must be used for no other purpose 
than the payment of the salaries of primary and grammar schools. 

1867. Any parent, guardian, or other person who shall insult or 
abuse any teacher in the presence of the school shall be guilty of a mis- 
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demeanor, and be liable to a fine of not less than ten nor exceeding one 
hundred dollars. 

1868. Any person who shall wilinlly disturb any public school or 
any public school meeting, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and liable 
to a fine of not less than ten nor more than one hundred dollars. 

1873. Every officer, mduding Secretaries and Assistant Secretaries 
of Boards of Education, charged with the performance of duties under 
the provisions of this chapter, may administer and certify oaths relating 
to officers or official matters concerning public schools. 

1874. Second— No change of text books must be made at any other 
time than in the months of May or June of the year in which the change 
is made, and do changes shall be made to take effect till the beginning of 
the school term commencing after the thirtieth day of June of that year. 

1876. No School Trustee or member of any Board of Education 
must be interested in any contract made by the Board of which he is a 
member, and any contract made in violation of this provision is void. 

1879. Any County Board of Supervisors, or any City Council, or 
any duly authorized committee thereof, may investigate the conduct of 
any member of a County, City, or City and County Board of Educa- 
tion, or school officer, or employe, who may be charged with malfeas- 
ance in office, and in such capacity shall be entitled to the process of the 
courts to compel the attendance of witnesses; and the officer who shall 
preside at such investigation shall have power to administer all neces- 
sary oaths. 

52. FouTtb- The residence of the father during his life, and after his 
^death the residence of the mother, while she remains unmarried, is the 
iresidence of the unmarried minor child. 

68. Every elector is eligible to the office for which he is an elector, 
•except where otherwise specially provided; and no person is eligible who 
is not such an elector. 

654. Every parent, guardian, or other person who upbraids, in- 
-sults, or abuses any teacher of the public schools, in the presence or hear- 
ing of a pupil thereof, is guilty of a misdemeanor.

DUTIES OP THE SUPEBINTBNDBNT. 

1. The Superintendent shall be the execntive officer of the Board of 
Education, and shall have a general supervision of all the public schools 
of the city. It shall be his duty: 

2. To comply with all the provisions of section 75 of tlie City 
Charter. 

3. To make and enforce such regulations as he may deem conducive 
to the best interests of the schools, subject to the approval of, and not 
in conflict with the general rules of the Board. 

4. To visit each of the schools of the city as often as his other du- 
ties will permit, and give attention to organization, discipline and in- 
struction. To direct the teachers from time to time to make such 
changes, not contrary to adopted rules, as shall seem best calculated to 
give greater efficiency to the schools. 

5. To call such teachers' meetings, general or special, as he may 
deem necessary for the purpose of giving instruction or direction to the 
teachers in the discharge of their duties, for the discussion of methods ot 
teaching and systems of school government, and to secure uniformity ia 
grade work and in discipline of the schools. • 

6. To see that the school registers are properly kept, and reports 
made by the teachers and principals with care, neatness and uniformity. 

7. To keep himself informed in regard to the school systems of 
other cities, their plan of organization, modes of government, methods 
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of instruction, and such other matters as may assist the Board to legis- 
late wisely for the highest intertets of the schools, and for this purpose 
to exchange reports with other School Boards. 

8. To fill all vacancies occasioned by the temporary absence of reg- 
ular teachers, from the list of regularly elected substitutes; and to make 
such other temporary arrangements relative to the schools as he may 
deem proper, and report the same to the Board at its next meeting. 

9. To prescribe the rules for the semi-annual promotions, and to di- 
rect such special examinations as he may deem proper. 

10. To devise a system of blanks for reports, and instruct the teach- 
ers in the proper mode of using them. These blanks shall be used to 
keep parents informed of the attendance, scholarship and deportment of 
their children, and to secure the co-operation of parents with teachers. 

11. To suspend from school any pupil whose conduct or character 
is such as to injure the reputation of the school, or whose parents wil- 
fully neglect or refuse to co-operate with the Superintendent or teachers 
in carrying out the regulations of the schools, or encourage their child- 
ren to violate the regulations of the school, and to report his action to 
the Board at their next meeting. 

12. To keep regular office hours every week day, and give due no- 
tice thereof to teachers and the public, and to perform such other duties 
as may be required of him by the Board of Education. • 

DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT. 

13. The Deputy shall act under the general direction of the Superin- 
tendent, and in the absence of the latter shall keep the office hours, and 
perform the usual official duties of the Superintendent. 

14. He shall devote his time exclusively to the duties of his office, 
and it shall be his special duty to visit schools, and to ascertain by. fre- 
quent oral examinations, the condition of the schools. 

15. It shall be his duty to observe carefully the methods of teaching 
and discipline pursued by teachers. He shall give advice and assistance 
to teachers, and shall, in their presence, exemplify before their schools 
the best methods of teaching. 

16. He shall, as often as required, present to the Superintendent a 
written report of the efficiency of the teachers, and the condition of the 
schools that have been visited by him, and all such reports shall be pre- 
served in the office of the Superintendent for the use of the Board. 

SECRETARY. 

17. The Secretary shall have charge of the records of the Board, 
and all papers directed to be placed on file; he shall keep a full and accu- 
rate record of the proceeding of the Board, and an index of the same; he 
shall collect all rents and other moneys due to the Department, keep an 
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accurate account of the same in a regular Cash Book, and immediately 
pay all moneys into the Treasury and take the Treasurer's receipt for the 
same; he shall keep a full and accurate account of all the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the Board. 

18. He shall furnish a yearly report of the receipts and expenditures 
of the Board and such other statistics as may be required, for the ** An- 
nual Report of the Board of Education." 

19. He shall conduct the correspondence of the Board, and notify 
all members of special meetings and adjourned meetings; he shall also 
notify the teachers and janitors of their appointment, assignment or 
dismissal, and shall transmit copies of all votes, resolutions and docu- 
ments which are to be sent to the members of the Board, to the teach- 
ers, and other employes of the Board. 

20. He shall at each regular meeting of the Board, furnish to the 
President a list of the reports due, and all items of unfinished business 
in order of their appearance upon the Minutes. He shall keep a record 
of all supplies received, and charge each school with the supplies re- 
ceived. He shall keep regular office hours, to-wit: nine to twelve a. m., 
and one to four p. m., and perform such office duties as are required by 
this Board, the City Charter, or the law. 

21. He shall sign all demands approved by the Board, and all rec- 
ords of the meetings of the Board and such other papers requiring the 
same. 

PRINCIPAI^. . 
Rules of the State Board of Education, 

22. Principals shall be held responsible for the general management 
and discipline of their schools, and the studies pursued, and the assistant 
teachers shall follow their directions and co-operate with them, not only 
during school hours, but during the time when the pupils are on the 
school premises, before and after school and during recesses. 

23. Assistants shall be held responsible for the studies, order and 
discipline of their own rooms, under the general direction of the princi- 
pals. 

24. Principals shall prescribe such rules for the use of yards, base- 
ments and outbuildings connected with the school houses, as shall in- 
sure their being kept in a neat and proper condition, and shall examine 
them as often as necessary for such purpose. They shall be held respon- 
sible for any want of neatness or cleanliness about their school premises. 
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PRINCIPALS. 

Rules of the City Board of Education, 

25. It shall be the duty of the principals to enforce the Rules and 
Regulations of the Board of Education in the schools of their respective 
buildings, to carry out the directions and suggestions of the Superintend- 
ent, and in every way to aid in the conduct of the schools. 

26. To superintend the janitors in the discharge of their duties, re- 
quire them to do their duty promptly and well, and to report cases of 
failure, neglect or incompetency to the Superintendent. 

27. To keep a record of the absence and tardiness of ' assistant 
teachers, and make it a part of their monthly report to the Superintend- 
ent. They shall also report the failure of any teacher, under their super- 
vision, to carry out the rules and regulations established for the guid- 
ance of teachers. 

28. To visit the schools of their buildings, to advise, assist and en- 
courage the teachers in their work. They shall endeavor to correct ob- 
jectionable methods of discipline or instruction, and shall deem it their 
duty to report such as may be persisted in by any teacher. In the per- 
formance of their duties they shall exemplify the work of every class or 
grade under their charge by teaching each subject before the pupils and 
teachers as often as practicable. 

29. To examine and classify, under the direction of the Superintend- 
ent, all pupils admitted without cards of promotion. They shall in no 
case admit pupils from any other districts of the city without a written 
permit from the Superintendent, and must not admit non-resident pupils 
without pa^^ment of one month's tuition in advance, which shall be paid 
to the Superintendent, who shall pay same to City Treasurer, and file 
receipt therefor with the Clerk. 

30. To allow no advertisement to be read to, or distributed among 
the pupils of any school premises. [The term premises wherever used in 
these rules, to include land to the center of any and all streets bounding 
school property.] To allow no advertisement to be posted upon the 
fences or walls of any school buildings under their supervision; nor per- 
mit any agent or other person to enter any school or school premises at 
any time for the purpose of exhibiting, either to pupils or teachers, any 
article whatever, or to announce any public entertainment. 

31. To be present at 8:30 a. m., to remain upon the school premises 
during the day. Pupils may enter the grounds at this hour, and shall 
not loiter about and annoy neighbors or people passing by, by accosting 
them, or indulge in noisy play. 

32. To temporarily suspend pupils from school for persistent dis- 
obedience, vulgarity or truancy, or for such other offenses as in their 
judgment can best be met and corrected in this way. They shall at once 
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notify in writing— giving reasons— the parent or guardians, and the Super- 
intendent. The Superintendent shall give the matter his attention, and if 
the suspension be confirmed, fix the time it is to hold. 

33. To send requisitions for supplies to. the office of the Superin- 
tendent at the close of each school month, and see that the teachers are 
provided with the necessary articles. They shall make, upon blanks 
furnished them for the purpose, monthly reports of their schools to the 
Superintendent, who shall keep such reports on file in his office. They 
shall also make an Annual Report, and furnish such other information 
to the Superintendent, as he may, from time to time, require, or as they 
may think proper to communicate. 

34. To see that all clocks belonging to the building are properly 
regulated by the city time, and have teachers conform to this standard 
in making their record of attendance, both for themselves and for their 
pupils. 

35. To deliver, at the close of the school year, the register and keys 
of their respective buildings, at the office of the Superintendent, together 
with a list of school property in their possession, accounting for such as 
may have been removed or injured. 

ASSISTANT TBACHBRS. 

Rules of the State Board of Education, 

36. Teachers are required to be present at their respective school 
rooms, and to open them for the admission of pupils at Bfteen minutes 
before the time prescribed for commencing schools, and to observe punct- 
ually the hours for opening and closing school. 

37. Teachers are particularly enjoined to devote their time faith- 
fully to a vigilant and watchful care over the conduct and habits of the 
pupils during the time of relaxation and play, before and after school, 
and during the recesses, both in the school buildings and on the play- 
grounds. 

38. It is expected that the teachers will exercise a general inspection 
over the conduct of scholars going to and returning from school. They 
shall exert their influence to prevent all quarreling and disagreement, all 
rude and noisy behavior in the streets, all vulgar and profane language, 
all improper games, and all disrespect to citizens and strangers. 

39. Teachers shall give vigilant attention to the ventilation and 
temperature of their school rooms. At each recess the windows and 
doors shall be opened for the purpose of changing the atmosphere 
of the room. Teachers are required to exercise reasonable supervision 
over the text-books of the pupils, to inspect the same from time to time, 
and to prevent their defacement or wanton destruction. 



270 Los Angeles Public Schools, 

40. Teachern shall enter in the school register in the order of their 
application, the names of all those applying for admission to the school 
after the prescribed number has been received. Such applicants should 
be admitted to seats whenever a vacancy occurs in any class for which 
they have been found duly qualified, in the order of their registration. 

41. Teachers are authorized to require excuses from parents or 
guardians of pupils, either in person or by written note, in all cases of 
absence or tardiness^ or for dismissal before the close of the school. 

42. The books used and the studies pursued shall be such and such 
only as may be authorized by the local Board of Education; and no 
teacher shall advise or require any of the pupils to purchase for use in the 
schools any book not contained in the list of books directed and author- 
ized to be used in the schools. 

43. It shall be the duty of the teachers of the schools to read to the 
pupils, from time to time, as much of the school regulations as apply to 
them, that they may have a clear understanding of the rules by which 
they are governed. 

44. In all the primary schools, exercises in free calisthenics and vocal 
and breathing exercises shall be given at least twice a day, from three to ' 
five minutes for each exercise. 

45. Teachers shall endeavor to make themselves acquainted with 
parents and guardians in order to secure their aid and co-operation, and 
to better understand the temperaments, characteristics, and wants of 
children. 

46. Teachers shall examine the lessons of their various classes, and 
make such special preparation upon them, if necessary, as not to be con- 
stantly confined to the text-book, and instruct all their pupils without 
partiality, in those branches of school studies which their various classes 
may be pursuing. In all their intercourse with their scholars they are 
required to strive to impress on their minds, both by precept and exam- 
ple, the great importance of continued efforts for improvements in 
morals, manners and deportment, as well as in useful learning. 

47. Teachers should explain each new lesson assigned, if necessary, 
by familiar remarks and illustrations, that every pupil may know, be- 
fore he is sent to his seat, what he is expected to do at the next recita- 
tion, and how it is to be done. 

48. Teachers should only use the text-book for occasional reference, 
and should not permit it to be taken to the recitation, to be referred to 
by the pupils, except in cases of such exercises as absolutely require it. 
They should assign many questions of their own preparing, involving an 
application of what the pupils have learned, to the business of lite. 

49. Teachers should endeavor to arouse and fix the attention of the 
whole class, and to occupy and bring into action as many of the facul- 
ties of their pupils as possible. They should never proceed with the rec- 
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itation without the attention of the whole class, nor go round the class 
with recitation always in the same order, or in regular rotation. 

50. Teachers should at all times exhibit proper animation them- 
selves, manifesting a lively interest in the subject taught; avoid all heavy, 
plodding movements, all formal routine in teaching, lest the pupil be dull 
and frowsy, and imbibe the notion that he studies only to recite. 

ASSISTANT TBACHERS. 

Rules of the City Board of Educatiofi, 

51. It shall be the duty of teachers to look after the conduct of the 
pupils while in the school room; to care for the furniture, apparatus, 
etc., in their respective rooms, and to co-operate with the principal in 
the preservation of the buildings, fences and all other school property. 

52. To refer new pupils to the principal for examination and classi- 
fication, and when so classified to record their names in the general reg- 
ister, with all the data called for in the register. 

53. To promptly notify parents or guardians of the absence or 
tardiness of pupils and give a special notice either in person or by note, 
of such as are habituall3' troublesome, or are specially poor in their 
studies. They are expected to exercise all due patience and make every 
reasonable effort in individual cases, before asking to have a pupil sus- 
pended for misconduct or placed in a lower grade for failure in studies. 

54. To send from the second to twelfth grades, both inclusive, to 
parents or guardians, on cards furnished for the purpose, a report of the 
attendance, deportment and scholarship of each pupil for each period. 

55. To avoid, as far as possible, the practice of detaining pupils; to 
avoid scolding and all harsh and passionate expressions to or in the 
presence of their pupils; they are reminded that the best disciplinarians 
are those who govern themselves, and secure good order by gentle in- 
fluences. To avoid corporal punishment when obediencecan be obtained 
by milder measures. In administering corporal punishment, they must 
avoid striking the head or hands, using a switch or light strap in such a 
manner as not to inflict bruises or lasting marks, and must have at least 
one teacher as witness to such punishment. They may refer all incor- 
rigible cases to the principal. 

56. To attend all general and special meetings called by the Super- 
intendent. Only such excuses as would justify absence from regular 
school duties will be considered or accepted. To make monthly reports 
to the principal upon the blanks provided for that purpose. 

57. To dismiss their schools promptly at all times when the signal 
is given by the principal, and to see that their pupils leave the school 
premises in the evening before they themselves depart. 
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SUBSTITUTE TEACHERS. 

58. In case of necessary absence of regular teacfaers, thcr shall 
promptly notify the Snperintendent, who shall supply a snbstitate. The 
list of sobstitnte teachers shall be designated by the Board of Education, 
and in no case must other persons be placed in charge of schools. 

59. Substitutes shall receive the full regular pay of the teachers whose 
places they fill, and shall be paid by the same at the end of the school 
month, in which the service was rendered. 

SPECIAL TEACHERS. 

60. Special teachers shall, at the request of the Superintendent, meet 
the teachers for the purpose of giving them instruction in the branches 
of which such special teachers have charge. 

61. They shall visit regularly and impartially the several depart- 
ments in which they are employed to teach, and make written reports of 
the progress of their work to the Superintendent, as often as he may re- 
quest. 

62. The regular teacher of any room shall not be absent from the 
room during the exercises of special teachers, but shall co-operate in the 
preservation of order and discipline, and shall enforce the observance of 
instructions given by special teachers. 

63. It shall be the duty of the regular teachers to make themselves 
proficient, practically, as well as theoretically, in such special branches 
as are taught in the schools. 

PUPILS. 
Rules of the State Board of Education, 

64. No pupil shall be detained in school during the intermission at 
noon, and a pupil detained at any recess shall be permitted to go out 
immediately thereafter. All pupils, except those detained for punish- 
ment, shall be required to pass out of the school room at recess, unless it 
would occasion an exposure of health. 

65. No pei son shall be allowed to retain connection with any pub- 
lic school, unless furnished with books, slates and other utensils required 
to be used in the class to which he belongs; provided ^ that no pupil shall 
be excluded for such cause, unless the parent or guardian shall have been 
furnished by the teacher with a list of books or articles needed, and one 
week shall have elapsed after such notice without the pupil obtaining 
said books. Books may be furnished to indigent children by the Trus- 
tees, at the expense of the district, whenever the teacher shall have cer- 
tified in writing that the pupil applying is unable to furnish such books. 
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66. Any pupil who shall in any way cut or otherwise injure any 
school house, or injure any fences; trees or outbuildings to any of the 
school estate, or shall write any profane or obscene language, or 
make any obscene pictures or characters on the school premises, shall be 
liable to suspension, expulsion or other punishment, according to the 
nature of the offense. The teacher may suspend a pupil temporarily for 
such offense, and shall notify the Trustees of said action. Pupils shall 
not be allowed to remain in any of the rooms that are provided with im- 
proved styles of furniture, except in ths presence of a teacher, or a mon- 
itor who is made especially responsible for the care of the seats and 
desks. All damage done to school property by any of the pupils shall 
be repaired at the expense of the party committing the trespass. Within 
one week of any damage to school property, teachers shall notify the 
Trustees, or be held personally responsible. 

67. All pupils who go to the school without proper attention hav- 
ing been given to personal cleanliness, or neatness of dress, shall be sent 
home to be properly prepared for school, or shall be required to properly 
prepare themselves for the school room before entering. Every school 
room shall be supplied with a wash basin, soap and towels. 

68. No pupil affected with any contagious disease shall be allowed 
to remain in any of the public schools. 

69. Every pupil is expected to attend school punctually and regu- 
larly; to conform to the regulations of the school, and to obey promptly 
all the directions of the teacher ; to observe good order and propriety of 
deportment; to be diligent in study, respectful to teachers, and kind and 
obliging to school-mates; to refrain entirely from the use of profane or 
vulgar language, and to be clean and neat in person and clothing. 

70. Continued willful disobedience or open defiance of the authority 
of the teacher constitutes good cause for expulsion from school, and hab- 
itual profanity and vulgarity good cause for suspension from school. 

71. Vupils are required in all cases of absence, to bring, on their re- 
turn to school, an excuse in writing from their parents or guardians, as- 
signing good and sufficient reasons for such absence. 

72. All pupils who have fallen behind in their grade by absence or 
irregularity of attendance, by indolence or inattention, shall be placed in 
the grade below, at the discretion of the teacher. 

73. No pupil shall be permitted to leave school at recess, or at any 
other time before the regular hour for closing school, except in case of 
sickness, or on written request of parent or guardian. 

74. Any scholar who shall be absent ona week without giving no- 
tice to the teacher, shall lose all claim to his particular desk for the re- 
mainder of the term, and shall not be considered a member of the 
school. 
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75. Each scholar shall have a particular desk, and shall keep it and 
the floor beneath it in a neat and orderly condition. 

PUPILS. 
Rules of the City Board of Educalion. 

76. All children between six and twenty-one years of age, of actnal 
residents of Los Angeles city, shall be admitted free to all the public 
schools, except to the kindergartens: all children between five and six 
years of age shall be admitted free to the public kindergarten schools. 
The children of non-residents shall not be received, except upon the pay- 
ment of a tuition fee, as fixed by the Board of Education. 

77. Non-resident pupils may be admitted on the following terms: 
In the High School, $3 per month ; in Grammar schools, $2 per month; 
in Primary schools, $1.50 per month; tuition to be paid in advance to 
the principal. But ifi no case must non-resident pupils be received to 
the exclusion of those whose homes are in the city. 

78. All pupils, except those of the kindergartens, must attend 
school in the district in which they live, unless they have a written per- 
mit from the Superintendent to attend another sohool. The permission 
shall be given only for the purpose of relieving crowded schools, or for 
other good reasons satisfactory to the Superintendent. 

79. Teachers are authorized to send pupils home for excuses of tar- 
diness or absence, except when the weather is such that it would occa- 
sion exposure to health. 

80. Every pupil in whose family any contagious disease is known to 
prevail, shall, on returning to school, present a certificate from the 
Health Officer stating that the proper precautions have been taken, and 
that no risk will be incurred in receiving the bearer into school. 

81. Every pupil who shall be absent three /ta//* days without excuse 
from the parent or guardian, given either in person or by written note, 
satisfying the teacher that the absence was caused by his own sickness, 
or by sickness in the family, or some urgent cause, rendering attendance 
impossible, or to avoid exposure of health, shall be suspended from 
school, until satisfactory assurance is given to the principal, by the pa- 
rent or guardian, that the pupil will be more punctual in the future. In 
the application of this rule, two unexcused tardinesses or leaving school 
without permission, shall be counted as one half-day's absence. A pupil 
who shall be suspended the second time, can only be restored by personal 
application to the Board at a regular meeting. 

82. No pupil, after having entered one school, shall be admitted into 
another school the same scholastic year, without a certificate of honor- 
able discharge from the former school, or without a transfer from the 
principal, when the pupil has changed bis residence to another district. 
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83. Wilful disobedience, habitual truancy, vulgarity, profanity, 
stealing, or carrying deadly or dangerous weapons, shall constitute 
good cause for suspension or expulsion from school. 

84. Pupils shall be liable to suspension if their parents create a dis- 
turbance in school, or censure; abuse or insult any teacher before his 
class, or on the school premises. 

85. Any pupil who uses tobacco in any form on the school premises, 
shall be liable to expulsion. 

86. During rainstorms or otherwise exceptionally bad weather, pu- 
pils shall be allowed to enter their rooms as soon as they come in the 
morning, and to remain during intermission. At such times, teachers 
must see that their pupils do not engage in boisterous play, but may al- 
low them to play parlor games, singing, calisthenics, etc. 

87. Pupils who are not in their seats at the time for opening school 
shall be marked tardy. 

88. Pupils shall not be absent a part of the day for the purpose of 
receiving instruction elsewhere, except by special permission of the Su- 
perintendent, recommended by the teacher and principal, and only very 
urgent reasons will be deemed satisfactory. 

DUTIES OF JANITORS. 

89. It shall be the dutv of the Superintendent of School Buildings 
and Repairs to attend all regular meetings of the Board, and special 
meetings when so notified. 

90. To exercise special supervision over all janitors of buildings. 

91. To report at regular meetings of the Board all needed repairs of 
school property. 

92. To deliver the monthly school supplies to all school buildings. 

93. To keep in good repair all school buildings, water closets, coal 
houses, sheds, fences, walks, trees and grounds. 

94. To make, at the close of each school year, an inventory of all 
school property under his charge, accounting for any then missing 
which was invoiced the previous year. 

95. Janitors of buildings shall report for duty to principals at the 
hour for the opening and closing of schools, except in small schools, 
where special arrangements may be made. In the High School and 
Spring Street School, aind such other large schools as may be designated 
by the Board, they shall devote their whole time to the duties of their 
position. They shall keep school buildings, farniture, yards and out- 
buildings neat and clean; disinfect all water closets once per week, build 
fires, open and close school buildings and gates, and see that all win- 
dows, shutters, doors and gates are securely closed when the schools are 
not in session.

96. They shall sweep school rooms every day after school, and dust 
them every morning before school, and wash windows, floors and other 
woodwork as often as directed by the principal. They shall guard all 
property outhe premises, promptly make such repairs as they are able 
to make, and report to the Superintendent of School Buildings and Re- 
pairs all other repairs needed. 

97. They shall be subject to the orders of the Superintendent of 
School Buildings, Principals and Superintendent; they shall not assume 
or exercise any authority over pupils except by special order, but shall 
report to the principal any violation of the school regulations on the 
part of the scholars that comes under their notice. 

PROMOTIONS. 

98. Promotions shall take place at the end of each Semester, and be 
determined by the teacher and principal. 

MISCKLLANEOUS. 

99. No school building shall be used for other than school purposes. 

100. For the purpose of promotions the school year shall be divided 
into two equal parts, called Semesters. For the purpose of written re- 
ports to parents, it shall be divided into four equal parts, called Periods. 
The dates for beginning or closing any school year or vacation shall be 
fixed by special order of the Board of Education. 

101. Theregularholiday8shallbethe9thof September, the 22d of 
February, the 30th of May, the first Monday in October, every day on 
which an election is held throughout the State, and all Thanksgiving 
Days authorized by the State or general government. When the 9th of 
September, the 22d of February or the 30th of May fall upon Sunday, 
the Monday following shall be a holiday. 

102. The hours of tuition and study throughout the year shall be 
from 9 o'clock a. m. to 12 o'clock m., with fifteen minutes' recess, from 
10:30 to 10:45 a. m.;and from 1 to 3 p. m. The first, second and third 
grades shall be dismissed at 2, and all other grades at 3 p. m. In the 
High School, the hours shall be from 9 to 11:50 o'clock a. m., and from 
12:40 to 3 o'clock p. m. 

103. There shall be a monthly fire drill in every building of more 
than one room, to be conducted by the Principal or Superintendent. 
Pupils shall leave the building without wraps at signal of two bells; with 
wraps at signal of three bells. 

104. The Deputy Superintendent, Superintendent of School Build- 
ings and Repairs, and his assistant, shall be elected at the first regular 
meeting in July. 

105. Vacancies and new positions may be filled at any meeting of 
the Board, or, in case of emerg-ency , by the Committee on Teachers. 
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106. Applicants for positions as teachers must apply in person and 
present a written application to the Secretary, which must be accom- 
panied by evidence of the possession of a legal certificate. 

107. No person shall be elijpble to election to a position as teacher, 
who cannot present satisfactory evidence of at least one year's actual 
successful experience in teaching. 

108. All complaints against teachers, or other employes of the 
School Department, must be made in writing and verified^ and shall be 
addressed to the Secretary of the Board of Education. 

109. Teachers shall not award prizes or give any presents to any 
pupil or pupils. Neither shall teachers receive any presents of any kind 
from their pupils. Contributions for any purpose shall not be permitted 
in any school. 

110. All rules, regulations, resolutions and orders passed by the 
Board of Education that are in conflict with these Rules and Regula- 
tions, are hereby rescinded.

MABEL CLURE BROWN. 

In the death of Mabel Clurb Brown, which occurred May 
26, 1894, the Kindergarten Department of Ihe Los Angeles Schools 
lost one of its most devoted and efficient workers. 

Mabel Brown was born at Willow Farm, near Salem, Marion 
County,* Oregon, Dec. 3d, 1870. She was one of a family of six 
brothers and seven sisters, all the rest of whom were living at the 
tin|e of her death, except a sister who was taken away in infancy. 
The father died nine years ago. The beloved mother is still living, 
and mourns the loss of her daughter, whose fond heart ceased its 
beating a thousand miles from home and mother. 

After finishing her studies in the graded schools, Miss Brown 
attended the High School of Portland, Oregon. Leaving her 
home and school she came to Los Angeles, accompanied by her 
mother, in October, 1889, to study music, and intending eventu- 
ally to become a teacher in the public schools. She was led by 
her love and sympathy for children to enter tha Kindergarten 
work, for which she proved eminently fitted. She graduated from 
the Los Angeles Kindergarten Training School May 26th, 1893. 
She entered upon her regular school duties in the Fall of 1893, at 
the Hayes street school, which position she filled most admirably 
and satisfactorily until she was so suddenly called to leave her 
chosen work. 

In the school room she displayed the same sweetness and 
beauty of character which endeared her to all with whom she was 
associated. Of strong character, firm principles, and con- 
scientious truthfulness, her gentleness of manner won for 
Miss Brown in a marked degree the love and respect of the child- 
ren, not only in her particular class, but also the pupils in the 
higher grades with wliom she came in contact. Whether as pupil 
or classmate, teacher or friend, she was beloved by all. She was 
one of those rare characters who win by silent influence the love 
and admiration of friends and pupils. 

Miss Brown was a member of the First Methodist Church of 
this city, and was highly esteemed in all her church relations. 
Her loving, zealous labor in connection with the Kindergarten 
Sunday School of that church was particularly appreciated by 
the people. 

Wishing to express their appreciation of Miss Brown's life and 
works, memorial services were held at Rosedale Cemetery May 
30, 1894, by her co-laborers in church and school, at which time 
her pastor. Dr. Campbell, paid loving tribute to her memory. 

Although her active work is finished, t^e memory of her pure 
life will ever be an incentive to higher and nobler work.

WILLIAM M. FRIE8NER. 

After along illness, William M. Fbibszish, who retiicd from the 
office of City Superintendent of Schools in Los Angeles Jnly 31, 
1893, died Wednesday morning August 1, 1894, at four o'clock, at 
the residence of his father-in-law, James F, To well, comer of Fig- 
ueroa and 23d streets, in the 44th year of his age. The deceased, 
as a public educator, had a long and honorable career, and his 
death will be deeply regretted, both in Los Angeles and elsewhere, 
by those who had learned to respect him for his purity of charac- 
ter and his faithful work as a teacher and as a School Superin- 
tendent. 

Mr. Friesner was bom in Fairfield County, Ohio, January 24, 
1851. When he was a child his parents removed to Allen County, 
in the same State, near Lima. After the death of his mother, 
when he was twelve years old, he returned to his native county 
and resided with his mother's parents, named Miller, on a farm 
near Lancaster, until he was eighteen years of age. 

In the Fall of 1869 he began his higher education in Fairfield 
Union Academy at Pleasantville, near his birthplace. From this 
school he was graduated in 1872, having taught country schools 
during the winter terms of his academic course. 

The next year he was the principal of the graded school of 
Lithopolis, Ohio. But ambitious for greater scholarship, he en- 
tered the Ohio Wesleyan University, one of the foremost educa- 
tional institutions of the country, and remained until his gradua- 
tion vwith honor) in June, 1875. 

During a part of his course in the University he acted as a tu- 
tor. In the Senior year he was the Secretary of the Grand Chap- 
ter of the Ohio Kappa Psi Greek letter fraternity, and in this posi- 
tion he demonstrated his remarkable talent for business. 

After graduation his progress as an educator was rapid. 
From 1875 to 1879 he was the principal of the Portsmouth, O., 
High School. From 1879 to 1881 he was City Superintendent of 
Schools in the same place. From 1881 to 1885, he was Superin- 
tendent of Schools at Cedar Rapids, Iowa. From 1885 to 1893, 
he was Superintendent of Schools in Los Angeles, when failing 
health admonished him that his working days were over. 

Nov. 9, 1876, he was married to Charlotte E. Fant, of Dela- 
ware, Ohio, who died January 17, 1883. 

December 16, 1886, he was married to Addie B. Towell. The 






fruits of this marriage were two children, Esther, who died at the 
age of two years, and James, who is nearly three years old. 

He was a member of the Masonic fraternity, having attained 
the rank of the thirty-second degree in the Scottish Rite and the 
degree of Knight Templar in the Commandery. 

It is too early to measure properly the results of the labors of 
William M. Friesner, but it may be truthfully said of him that he 
was a man of affairs, a true teacher, and a School Superintendent 
of much more than average power and success. He carefully 
noted the trend of educational thought, and promptly adjusted 
the work of his schools to meet the demands of the public whom 
he always faithfully served to the best of his ability. 

He was never the first to lay the old aside, nor was he the last 
to adopt the new. The schools of Los Angeles stand well among 
the public schools of the country, and this of itself is not small 
praise for the man who, during the last eight years of his labors, 
was their chief officer. 

Perhaps the greatest test of his character was the severe ill- 
ness which marked the last years of his life. With fortitude, pa- 
tience and resignation he awaited the inevitable, and when it 
came he was not unprepared for the great change. 
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
